Conserving Game Fish 


(Dept. of Game and Fisheries) 

Now that the angling season js In full swing, and 
thousands of enthusiasts are dajly combing our 
lakes and streams for the fighting fish for which 
our waters are famous, it is perhaps an opportune 
time to draw the attention of the public to the ne- 
cessity for a policy of conservation in connection 
with our game-fish and other natural wild life re- 
sources. Such a policy is essential in order that we 
may continue to enjoy, without undue restrictions, 
the recreational pleasures of hunting and fishing 
which mean so much, both physically and materially 
to the people of the Province. 

Conservation, like many other important subjects, 
is widely misunderstood. The commonest form of 
misunderstanding is the belief that it is something 
for the Government to worry about, something with 
which the individual need not greatly concern him- 
self. This is an unfortunate idea, because, no mat- 
ter what conservational measures the Government 
may introduce these will prove ineffective without 
the support of the public. 

You probably have not given the subject a great 
deal of thought so it may not be out of place to| 
remind you that the Game and Fishery laws are 
conservation measures of the greatest importance. 
There are, for example, laws limiting the season dur- 
ing which certain fish and game may legally be 
taken. These are laws regulating the size limits of 
fish, and the bag and creel limits of game and fish. 
The reasons for these are obvious. There are many 
others which demand our attention, but all of them 
| have one purpose in mind, namely the preservation 
oe our natural wild life resources, mammals, birds 
and fish, while permitting the greatest amount of 
|\iberty to the individual to indulge his hobby. | 
Waste, extravagance and illegal practices over a long 
period of years have reduced the various species in 
forest, lake and stream, and only by public support 
of a programme of conservation, can we hope to build!

;Gun, “The angler who is fair and square to the 
game-fish regulations is a true conservationist. ! 
Spawning bass have no worries when he is around. 
|Small trout can take his fly in safety. He does| 
|no illegal netting or spearing. By being perfectly | 
content to do what is right he helps to preserve the 
fish of our lakes and streams. Maintaining our 
|Game-fish supply is not merely a case of planting| 
waters with the product of our hatcheries, it is in-| 
|stilling in the minds of our sportsmen that they, | 
jand they alone can make or mar the future of 
| fishing.” 

Fish primarily for recreation, and limit your 
catches. To feel the rod bending to the strain of 
a fighting bass, or to hear the reel singing its ac-| 
|companiment to the fighting efforts of a gamey fish 
|are incomparable thrills from a sporting standpoint. 
|Remember, however, that a fish in the boat is but} 
|@ prospective meal, while a fish in the water offers 
unlimited thrills. 

May we point out that bag limfts are not some-| 
thing_to be aimed at, but are rather a regulatory 
|measure of protection beyond which it is illegal to 
|g0. As a measure of conservation, therefore, do not 
jtake more fish than you can use, within the limit 
set by law. Those you release uninjured today will 
jbe available for tomorrow's catch, and it is of to- 
morrow that we are most concerned. Today there 
jis a sufficiency, tomorrow's Pleasures will depend 
|upon how we use or abuse our privileges of today. 
Let your neighbor do his own fishing. He'll prob- 
jably enjoy the rt just as much as you, once he 
| becomes interested, and you will be conserving the 
| supply.

NESS OF STOMACH AND 
INTESTINE CAUSES MANY 
* SYMPTOMS 


A few years ago the idea that 
certain foods could cause a “head 
cold” in’ some individuals was ridi- 
culed, but today it is so well known 
that when an individual finds his 
“eyes and nose running water” he 
1s often able to put his finger: on} 
the particular food or foods that 
caused the condition. 

However, it is not only “head 
colds” that can be caused by cer- 
tain foods but other derangements 
of the body processes. This is 
known as food allergy—being sen-/ 
sitive to certain foods. 

“Several persons may partake of 
the same food to which each is} 
hyper or very highly sensitive and 
shortly after eating one may de- 
velop hives (urticaria), a second 
rhinitis—inflammation of lining of 
nose, a third violent dyspnea 
(breathlessness) and the fourth 
allergy of the stomach and intes- 
tine resembling footi poisoning. 
This stomach and intestinal sen- 
sitiveness to foods may be caused 
‘by the same factor as asthma, hay 
feyer and urticaria.” 

I am quoting Dr. Ernest Risley| 
Eaton in an address to the New 
York Academy of Medicine. 

The onset,of the attack may be 
sudden or gradual] and the attack 
so sharply defined that food caus- 
ing the disturbance is at once rec- 


particularly while eating, tiredness, 
overeating, careless cooking may 
also be partly to blame. _ 
Dr. Eaton mentions some of- the 
symptoms or manifestation of these 
food allergic attacks affecting the} 
stomach and intestine. They are:| 
pain over the eyes, pain in back os 
the head, swelling of the eyelids, 
lips, tongue and mucuous mem- 
brane (lining) of the mouth; can- 
ker sores, blurring of vision) fear of 
pain, pain, nausea, fullness after 
eating. distension of the al pmnan 
diarrhoea or corfstipation. vomit 
ing, pale and flabby skin, dizziness 
exhaustion, sweatingy colic, flatu- 
lence (gas), heart burn. lowered 
blood pressure and collapse. 
I believe most of us know one 
or more foods that we may like 
but which do not like us, as the 
Saying goes. We recognize or know 
these particular foods but there 
}may be others which we not suag 
pect. The suggestion is that when 
we have the above or some of the 
above symptoms we should think 
of food allergy and try to find the 
| offending foods and leave them!

Twenty-five years in the ministry 
is the proud record of Rev. Mears, 
who told of the pioneer work of the 
church, In his eightieth year, Mr. 
Mears till possesses all his faculties 
is able te read the daily newspapers 
without the aid ,of glasses, but his

Mears, who was bom in Innisfil 
Township, near Barrie, | 1863, is in 
the best of health. abl ato do her 
daily household. duties ana take a 
prominent part in the Mork of the 
Idcal United Church, 
‘Rev. Mears was born, in Portland, 
England, in 1856 and with his fam- 
ily, came to Canada when fifteen 
years of age. 


Mr. Mears served for nine years 
in the mission field near Lake Nip- 
issing as well as having a circuit 
near Lindsay. 

Mr. Mears said that the Nipissing 
field was a hard one and that in 
many sections he was the first min- 
ister ever there. It was a fifty-mile 
field, and there was only one bridge 
on the government road north of 
Bracebridge which was used by bug- 
gies, and outside of that he got 
about the best he could. Sometimes 
he had to walk in water up to his 
chest In order to get to his ap-| 
pointments, and sometimes he fol- 
lowed the blazed trail. He was told 
that it was the hardest field in the 
Toronto, Conference. He also served 
in Manitoba where the field was six- 
ty miles in length; and he travelled 
with a pony. He remained there for 
two years only. : 

For thirteen . years Mr.. Mears 
headed a charge north of Port Hope 
and Cobourg, consisting cf Balti- 
more, Plainville, Welcome, Canton 
and Campbellcroft. 

Due to nervous trouble he was 
forced to resign in 1910, following 
which he resided in Toronto for 
eight yeors and for the past twelve 
years he has lived in Port Hope. 

Mr. Mears related that he was in 
the best of health and suffered from 
no organic disease, but he added: 
his memory slipped at times. “You 
know,” this octogenarian minister of 
the gospel said, with a twinkle in 
his eye, “I clean forgot about the 
collection in one of my services one 
time; that would neyer do nowa- 
days,” But his memory is so far 
from gone. He can still recite poetry 
word for word as he learned it forty 
or fifty years ago. le

Mears, who has been the’ constant 
Kelp of her husband, * is actively 
identified with the work of the Un- 
ited Church, especially the Mis-

Henry Ford Is 
72 Years Old; 
Celebrated Quietly 


(Continued From Page 1) 


passing of Burroughs and Edison, 
however, the camping trips were 
discontinued, ‘ 

If Ford were disposed to “fib” 
about his age, hé would have little 
difficulty, for he carries his 172 
years as though many of them still 
were ahead of him, His light, wiry 
body is stooped only slightly, (his 
eye is clear and his handshake 1s 
firm. When he talks to a visitor 
it Js of the future, not the past, for 
he believes bigger and harder work 
lies ahead of him as well as of his 
fellow men, » 

At the moment he ts chiefly in- 
terested in bringing about a closer 
tie-up be’veen agriculture and in- 
dustry, ond although somewhat 
isolated in the ‘Huron mountain 
region of this northern Michigan 
section, he Js devoting considerable 
time and thought to what is to be 
done when his plants reopen on 
August 12. 

While the absence of communi- 
cation facilities at his cottage as- 
sures him the quiet he sought for 
his midsummer vacation, sheafs of 
telegrams and considbrable mail 
are carrieg by courier from this 
village to the Ford place several 
miles north and. west of here. 
Ford relinquished the presidency 
of the Ford Motor Car Company 
16 years ago, but he relinquished 
none of the active direction of his 
company’s affairs, His Only son, 
Edsel, then 25 years old, was made 
president of the company, but the 
elder Ford, spending much of his 
time in the engineering laborator- 
fes, has continued to direct ‘both 
matters of policy and has retained 
for himself the last word in de- 
velopment of the company’s pro- 
ducts. 

The company is strictly a fam- 
fly affair, all of the stock being 
held by Mr. and Mrs. Henry Ford 
and Edsel,

Mr. Mjckenzie King now says 
‘hat if the Liberal) Administration 
should be returned to power in the 
next general election he does not 
oropoze to go to England “and 
hreaten and bully the British peo- 
ple with regard to what Is a matter 
of their concern.” 

Moreover, “I would indicate that 
so far as these agreements are con- 
cerned there are features that are 
not satisfactory to the Liberal Par- 
ty in Canada; that we would like 
these objectionable features to be 
altered, and that we believe the 
agreements as they stand now are 
not approyed by the people of Can- 
ada, The fact that we would be in 
office would be evidence that they 
were not approved, and therefore we 
would wish to negotiate modifica- 
tion of the agreements in certala 
rarticulars, 

To Seek Modiizcation 

"If we could get a modification 
of the agreements in & manner 
that would serve the Interests of 
this country and ‘be mutually bene- 
ficial, then the agreements, as 
modified, would be continued for 
the period for which they have 
been drawn (they expire in Octo- 
ber, 1937). It we could not get 
the obvious changes in the agree- 
ments which we belleye the Cana- 
dian people wish to have made, 
then we would reserve to ourselves 
the right to say whether we would 
forthwith cancel these agreements, 
in whole or in part, or whether we 
would allow them to run for the 
remainder of the time and not 
carry them on for a further per- 
{od."" 

It is the contention of the Lib- 
erals that jthe British Empire 
trade agreements have hindered 
negotiation of a reciprocity agree- 
ment with the United States. From 
Ministerial sources it is learned 
that when Hon. W. D. Herridge 
approached the Washington Ad-

Batoche On 


Welcome of Soldiers 


Back From Their Vic- 


tory Over Riel. 


Wnder the heading “Home From 
Batoche” the July 24, 1885 edition 
of the “Post” has the whole front 
page devoted to one of the great- 
est. demonstrations ever held in 
Canada, the welcome of the victor- 
ious soldiers back from the .North- 
west Rebellion. Column after col- 
umn of a most interesting report 
of the magnificent welcome given 
the victorious Midlanders. Kent 
Street was wild with excitement 
and ablaze with torch lights on the 
evening of Tuesday, July 21, 1885. 

The historic battle of Batoche 
had been fought and won and the 
citizens of Lindsay were extending 
the hand of welcome fo the brave 


boys pho had campaigned in the) 


bitter campaign against Riel. 

The story of the welcome starts 
as follows: “The heroes of Batoche 
are home. Three months and 21 
days ago—on the first of April— 
they bade good-bye to home and 
friends ang braved the rigors of the 
“North West Passage.” They were 
untried citizen soldiers. On Tues- 
day they returned, covered with 
the glory of a victorlous campaign 
and wearing the distinction of hay- 
ing headed the glorious charge that 
won the day at SBatoche. The 
gallantry of “C” Company on that 
occasion will remain a bright page 
in the military annals of Canada, 
and will stir up the emulation of 
our yolunteer force throughout the 
Dominion. Lindsay has given her 
sons a royal reception, a greeting 
that comes only to the soldier who 
has stood between the homes of 
his country and the rifle muzzles 
of the army. (Lindsay's reception 
could hardly have been more {fit- 
ing, more magnificent, or more 
enthusiastic. For years to come 
the recollection of that welcome, so 
full, generous and hearty, will be 
a pleasing thing to refer to and a 
proud thing to relate.” 

The story goes into detail on the 
strenuous and lengthy preparations 
for the celebration of the return of 
the soldiers. The time and energy 
spent 
and the declaring of a holiday to 
facMitate the decorating of stores 
the windows of which were devold 
of all merchandise and were, in- 
stead, decorated with red, white 
ang bfile ribbon: Staid business 
men forgot thelr dignity and en- 
tered wHdleheaftedly into the job of 
decorating’ the streét' ‘and spent the 
greater part of the day on top of 
step-ladders hammering into place 
bunting and various patriotic flags, 
etc. The report says that “advice 
was the cheapest thing going, and 
fwas offered freely but with few 
takers.” 
~-To resume the story at the station, 
“Ten minutes of waiting ang the 
whistle sounded from oyer the 
river. There was a rush and bustle 
to secure places, and presently the 
head-light of the engine was 
caught sight of coming around the 
curve. There was a 6cattering vol- 
ley of cheers—just a sort of feeler 
—as the train rolled along, but 
when it came abreast of the sta- 
tlon the immense crowd falrly 
roared again and again, and kept 
at it until the train stopped. Then 
they fell to cheering again until 
the whistle of the locomotive was 
smothered out of hearing and shut 
off, beaten at its own business. The 
band struck up and the big drum- 
mer got in some energetic and tell- 
ing strokes to advantage. The 
train was made up of nine coaches, 
those in the centre holdings the 
boys whom all were aching to get 
a sight of. 

By some oversight the train did 
not stop with those coaches oppos- 
tte the platform, but a short dis- 
‘ance above. The car windows were 
full of heads thrust out, ang at 
‘frst glance it looked as ff all the 
yoys were bald, Not much of it, 
iowever; it was only the qunint 
ind queer looking canvas capi they 
yore.

Cheers and laughter, then more 
laughter, then more cheers, then a 
succession of wild hurrahs, then 
more shouts of welcome and the 
heroes of Batoche got mixed up in 
the crowd and were hustled hither 
and thither.” 
Reception Address 

Mr. John Dobson, chairman of 
the reception committee, mounted 
a table at the formal reception and 
read the following address: 

“To the Victoria County Volun- 
teers who were at the front, 
Brave Boys — 

“Tt is with unbounded pride that 
I, on behalf of the citizens of the 
town and county welcome you 
home. 

“We have watched with gratifi- 
cation every move you have made 
since leaving us some four months 
ago. Our pride of you and in you 
was, however, made complete when 
we learned that it was the “C” 
Company of the brave Midlanders 
who led the charge that ended the 
rebellion, You fought for right, 
you fought for law and for order, 
and well we know that “victory or 
death” was your motto on that 
occasion ang long may you all live 
to wear the honours won at Ba- 
toche. 

“The joy we feel in your safe re- 
turn is overcast with but one sha- 
dow—the death of your gallant 
Colonel. All of us have recognized 
in him the kindest and bravest sol- 
dier that went forth to do battle 
for his country, and deeply do we 
with you mourn his loss,” 

“You have one and all shown 
great pluck in your long and weary 
marches, made under great priva- 
tion, and you have one and all 
shown indomitable courage in the 
battles you have fought and the 
manifold dangers you have encoun- 
tered. 

“It is therefore with extreme 
joy and thankfulness we now wel- 
come you home again to receive 
the honours and praise you so well 
deserve,” 

Col. W. T. Williams 
The gatety of the occasion was, 
of course, marred by the fact that 
in the morning the soldiers had 
laid to rest the earthly remains of 
thelr beloved Colonel, Col. W. T. 
Williams, Col. Williams dieg at 
Fort Pitt from sun-stroke and ma- 
Jaria. The funeral and obituary 
of Col. Williams 1s included in the 
issue of July 24, 1885. The welcome

Committee to Report 
‘A committee to study relief costs 
was formed,at Queen's Park when 
the order was passed. It is sche- 
duled to report to the Government 
how administrative and general 

costs of relief can be cut. 
Single men are taken off the 
relief, lists to make them go, out 
and take work, Premler Hepburn 
frankly explained, Further, if any 
able-bodied head of a family re~ 
fuses farm work, he and his fam- 


ily, 1b was stated, will be cut off,) 
relief, 
The Government will work with 


the municipalities in carrying out, 
the -order. Any municipal objec- 
tions, it is intimated, wil be met 
wth a reference to the Proyincial 
funds, which are carrying from 
two-thirds to all of the relief costs 
in Ontario cities. 
15,000 Are Listed 

Some 15,000 single men are Iist- 
ed on the relief rolls, the Premier 
figures. The able-bodied men of 
this group are affected by yester- 
day's arder. How many will go 
off relief cannot ‘be figured until 
the number of “unemployables” in 
the group has been ascertained. 
Otherwise the Premier figures that 
the single unemployed men regis- 
tered on the rolls through their 
families raise Ontarlo’s single un- 
employed to 40,000. 

The mandate is temporary in so 
far as the Premier sald that tt 
would be considered after harvest. 

“There's no Yeagon now why 
single men can’t gel work,” he said. 

'Two Classes Exempt 

Two classes of men are exempt. 
The Premier made it very clear 
that his orders would not apply to 
the men who are not physically fit, 
“Unemployables,” he sald, would 
nol be hit by the ban. The Prem- 
fer said that it would be up to 
municipal officials to decide on 
the physical fjtness of the relist re- 
aplents. ; 

Because he has already promis- 
ed them otherwise, Mr. Hepburn 
will nol enforce that part of the 
order which might cut off the re- 
lief given to families of “On-to- 
Ottawa" marchers. 

All men on the trek are now off 
relief, he pointed out. The Prem- 
ier has stateq that he will not cut 
their familles off and he indicated 
last night that he would stand by

Subsidize Cities? 
It was suggested that the Gov- 
ernment may put through a new 
tie-up with the municipalities. The 
Province would subsidize the cities 
with lump sums for relief pur- 
poses and leaye administration in 
their hands. 
Hon. Dayid Croll, absent Minis- 
ter of Welfare in charge of rellef, 
has followed a policy generally op- 
posed to this. How it will fare when 
he returns and in the face of 
many civic officials who demand 
100 per cent. Provincial ang Dom- 
inion relief, is a Queen’s Park 
question mark. 
Rumored reorganization of the 
Relief Department is another moot 
question at Queen's Park. Here 
again the absent Ministor enters 
Into the picture. 
One thing is definite: The Goy- 
ernment Is going to stop the spend- 
ing of money. The two depart- 
ments through which money has 
flowed most rapidly have been the 
Relief Department and Northern 
Development. A stop on this flow 


of money is unquestionably indi- 
cated by yesterday's announce- 
ment.

LONDON, July 26. — Colonies,

_ Sturgeon Point and Pleasant Point 
and Pleasant Point are summer yil-| 
‘lages. The former is Incorporated, 
with a tax roll of 141 and an assess- 
ment of $87,373. In summer, these 
cottage communities on the oppos- 
ite shores of Sturgeon Lake are 
thronged with urban residents, in 
winter all is deserted. From the 
earliest times the hardwood groves 
at Sturgeon Point were a favourite 
rendezvous for picnics and excur- 
‘sions. The first regetta here was 
held {n 1841. All pleasure on that 
cccasion was marred by the drown- 
ing of a Mr. Wetherup, who upset 
from his canoe while in the act of 
taking off his coat. He was a power- 
Tul swimmer, but with his arms thus 
pioloned behind him he was lost at 
once. 

Thirty-five years later, Captain 
George Crandell, of Lindsay, the 
chief promoter of navigation on lo- 
cal waters, realized the possibilities 
of Sturgeon Point as a summer re- 
sort and spent some $25,000 in de- 
veloping it towards that end. In 

1876 he built a large summer hotel, 
the management of which was un- 
dertaken by W. H. Simpson, Cran- 

dell also purchased an extensive 
tract adjacent to the hotel and 
plotted out lots for summer cot- 
tages. These were quickly bought up 
and built upon; and thus began the 
summer colony at the Point. 

The first regetta under the aus- 
pices of cottagers was held on Sep- 
tember 18, 1878. The event of the 
day was a double canoe race in 
mhich two Rama Reserve Ojibwas 
named Yellowhead won by a nar- 
row margin from Whetong and To- 
boco, two Mississagas from the Che- 
mong Reserve. The winners paddled 
a birch bark canoe at seyenty 
strokes to the minute. There ‘were 
several white entrants but all were 
left hopelessly behind by the two 
Indian crews. 

About this time a black bear was 
found roaming about near the ho- 
tel and was disposed of by excited 
huntsmen, The hotel was destroyed 
by fire in 1898, but the village about 
it has continued to flourish. Plea- 
sant Point or Hay’s Point is a more 
recent summer village on the lake 
front of the John Hay farm. 

It is a somewhat effete existence 
that these large community sum- 
mer resorts offer to anyone pos- 
sessed of youth and vigor; but they 
are a true paradise for little chil- 
dren and a healthful week-end re- 
fuge for urban workers who have 
no vacation ip which to sally by ca- 
noe into the magnificent wilder - 
nesses of North Victoria and Hall- 
burton,

There was no 
military discipline in the camps, 
and no more discipline than was 
necessary for orderly management 
or than would be required under 
any department of Government. As 
to work and wages Sir George said 
some camp strikers refused to ac- 
cept work and wages on farms.

COMBATING HOUSEHOLD 
PESTS 
Since the opening of spring the 
Entomological Branch of the Do- 
minion Department of Agriculture 
has been receiving from all parts 
of the Dominion the usunl heavy 
mail containing inquiries regarding 
the common species of household 
Insects. such as cockroaches, ant3, 
Silverfish, clothes moths, carpet 
beetles, fleas, and the other pests 
which have no wings but get there 
all the same. Ants have been plagu- 
ing householders in the different 
provinces and overrunning gardens 
in Saskatchewan, where also speci- 
mens of the golden spider bectle 
were captured inspecting drug stores 
before any damage had been done. 
Silverfish have played hayoe with 
wallpaper around Hamilton, Ont, 
and chicken mites haye invaded a 
home in New, Brunswick. In the 
same province, carpet beetles made 
a great outward show recently by 
indulging in serrled flights, but real 
damage as yet in the homes has 
slight, Saw-toothed  grajn- 
beetles, evidently posessed of an 
academic urge, made a massed al- 
tack on oats, stored at Kemptyme 
Agricultural School, Ont. From scy- 
eral districts in the various proy- 
neces come reports of invasions of

VALUABLE CANADIAN 
INDUSTRY 

The commercial feed business in 
Canada is growing rapidly. It has 
become firmly rooted and is here 
to stay. It has possibilities for won- 
derful development within the do- 
mestic field, says the June issue of 
the Canadian Society of Technical 
Agriculturists Review, and is cap- 
able of becoming one of the most 
potent factors in the development 
of the Canadian poultry and live 
stock industries. All commercial 
mixed feeds in Canada are subject 
to the regulations of the Feeding 
Stuffs Act which is administered by 
the Seed Branch of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, and 
each year every feed manufacturer 
must register with the Department 
the ingredients and chemical analy- 
ses of all mixed feeds. Also, a list of 
the ingredients and of the guay- 
anteed chemical analysis of each 
feed as to protein, fat, and fibre 
must be plainly printed on the bags 
or containers used, or on a suitable 
tag’ securely attached thereto, In 
conjunction with the official reg- 
{stration is the regular systematic 
Inspection of all mixed feeds by the 
Seed Branch in order to make sure 
that the manufactured products 
conform to the registered guaran- 
tee as to composition and chemical 
analysis. This inspection constitutes: 
an added protection to the users of 
commercial feeds. The present reg- 
{strations include 71 ingredients 
products and 74 which are non- 
grain’ products, ‘but the agiual 
number in general use does not ex- 
ceed 35 or 40,

Lindsay's hobo jungie nas some- 
thing in common with a modern ho- 
tel with its running water and 
bath. The transients who gather day 
by day at the pretty little groye on 
the west bank of he Scugog River 
near the G.N-R, iron bridge have a 
fairly comfortable place to spend 
the nights, Have a river a few yards 
distance wherein they can wash 
their clothes or take a bath or just 
enjoy a cooling swim besides hay- 
ing the adyantage of sleeping out- 
side in the healthy, invigorating air. 
Few, however, would ‘trade places 
with these wandering brethren and 
there are few of them who wouldn't 
gladly switch with a man with a 
nice home and a comfortable posi- 
tion. 

The jungle is on the southeastern 
corner of Lindsay and js the logical 
place for these men to congregate 
as it is only a step from the C.N.R. 
tracks and freight trains that will 
eventually take them on the next 
step of their apparently eternal 
journeying. As a reporter wander- 
ed through the many paths that 
wind over the jungle tne nine or ten 
transients who happened to be there 
at the time looked him over care- 
fully as he passed, said something 
to those next to them, probably re- 
marking on what a disreputable 
looking bum he was, but finally ig- 
noring him completely. The jungle 
is not a bad place to spend some 
quiet hours; there are plenty of 
shade trees, there is a fine breeze 
from the west almost all the time, 
men who stop there from time to 
time are usually pretty decent chaps 
with, of course, some exceptions, 
but when one gets out of hand and 
goes bad he doesn’t receive much 
sympathy or help from his brother 
travellers. 

One of the younger of the tran- 
sients was asked how Lindsay's jun- 
gle compared to the jungles in oth- 
er towns. He replied that Lindsay 
boasted one of the best on the cir- 
cuit as it was handy to both the 
tracks and the river, The tracks are 
on advantage because it is easy 
to find transportation out of town 
almost any time and the river is a 
blessing because they can wash up 
and keep themselves clean; a diffi- 
cult thing for anyone on the road 
to do. 

“Do you fellows 
eat?” he was asked, 

“Sometimes we do, but there are 
other times when .we go for the 
biggest part of the day without any- 
thing. Once I went without anything 
to eat from a Tuescay night to a 
Thursday at noon. I was pretty 
hungry and the house I did get 
some food at was one of the poorest 
looking places I ever went to, The 
lady of the house wsa poor looking 
but she gaye me some sandwiches 
and milk. It isn’t always the bést 
looking houses that treat us the 
best,” was the reply.

Address Heard 
On Temperance 
At Cannington 


CANNINGTON, July 30, — (Staff 
Correspondence).— A timely ad- 
dress bearing on the Temperance 
situation in the proyince today was 
delivered to the United Church con- 
gregation on Sunday morning by 
Rey, Whattam, a former pastor in 
Woodville and now a provincial or- 
ganizer of the Ontario Temperance 
Federation. 

Speaking from the text found in 
Ezeklel 3:18, “When I say unto the 
wicked, thou shalt surely die; and 
thou givest him’ not warning, nor 
Speakest to warn the wicked from 
his wicked way’to save his Ilfe, the 
same wicked man shall die in his 
iniquity; but his blood will I re- 
quire at thine hand,” the speaxcr 
emphasized in the very commenc- 
ment of his remarks that it is not 
enough te abstain from liquor our- 
selves. God has revealed that men 
are responsible for all the evil 
which they can prevent and this 
text from Ezekiel comes as God's 
challenge that Christians should 
build His kingdom in the world by 
removing pitfalls.

For some time prior to the last 
few months, drinking had been on 
the decrease, but the liquor interests 
have been working and once more 
it !s on the increase. The speaker 
attributed the decrease to the de- 
pression and to the program of 
Temperance Education which was 
carried on, 

He commended the program out- 
lined each autumn by the W.C.T.U. 
in co-operation with the Sunday 
Schools and published in the Sun- 
day School periodicals. He aisoa 
recommended the program provided 
by the Ontario Temperance Fedez- 
ation. Speaking on behalf of the O, 
T. F., Mr. Whattam explained that 
it federated all organizations which 
had the cause of temperance at 
jhvart, thus presenting a united

William Peel 
Passed Away 
In 89th Year 


Pioneer Resident of 
Victoria County Suc- 
cumbs After Short 
IIIness -- Was Active 
In Religious and Mu- 

_nicipal Life. 


One of the pioneers of North 
Victoria, William Peel, passed away 
after three weeks severe illness, at 
the age of 89, on Monday afternoon 
at the residence of his son, James 
A. Peel, Kent St. West. 

Mr. Peel was born in Manvers 
Township on 26 Decenvber, 1846, 
over twenty years before Confeder- 
ation, and as a young man of 
twenty moyed north to clear a 

farm from the forest in the 
northwest part of Bexley Twp. 
He engaged in farming and ranch- 
ing until 1905. He then built a 
home on the Oakwood road west 
of town and moved to Lindsay. 
~The late Mr. Peel took a great 
interest in municipal, school and 
church affairs, in the township of 
Bexley, having served a6 edunci)~ 


lor, school trustee, and church 
steward for a very great many 
years. 

In religion’ Mr. Peel was a 


staunch Methodist but due to his 
illness he was unable to” attend 
the church services for a long time 
but in spite of this he followed the 
services over the radio regularly. 

In politics the late Mr, Peel was 
a staunch Conservative. He was 
firmly conyinced that the National 
Ipolicy of Sir John A, MacDonald 
was a foundation sten for Cana- 
dian industry, and through his 
lifetime was a supporter of that 
policy. In the last few years Mr. 
{ Peel-followed the speeches -of- the 
various parties over the radio with 
the keenest interest. : ; 

‘In 1872" he married Isopel John- 
(ston of Bethany, whose sudden 
| passing leaving four sons’ in 1884 
jWas a great shock to her husband 
andthe’ community. In 1887 he 
married Mary 9. Ferguson, also of 
|Manvers’ Dwp,, and she died at: the 
Lindsay home ih 1916 leaving, two 
daughters. Of the children, Jos- 
eph-H,, Charles and Annette have 
predeceased him, leaving James A., 
Fred and Bya surviving. 

The late Mr. Peel was a man 
of great industry and, ‘sterling 
character, and a wide circle of 
friends and relatives will learn of 
his passing with the deepest re- 
gret.

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Decency In Literature 

The writers of novels, plays and scenarios seem 
to have definitely improved their tone. The thea- 
trs and bookstores have a better mora] atmosphere. 
Even the tabloids, those ugly excrescences upon the 
newspaper business, seem to be less tabloidal than 
they were. 

Some critics of current manners tell us that this 
indicates an improvement in the public taste. It 
would be absurd to dogmatize on such a point, but 
one ventures the opinion that there has been no 
notable change in the public taste but in the public 
temper. People simply became disgusted with the 
stuff offered them and either quietly withdrew 
their patronage or called for something better than 
was being offered. And some of the calling was 
pretty peremptory, too. 

It is not to be supposed that the wise and enter- 
prising gentlemen who manage the theatres and 
publishing houses actually diq not know the facts 
of their owr business. They were misled by what 
looked like an argument. 

This argument was made by a certain school of 
writers and it was to this effect: This !s a new age 
—see? Old ideas will not do—see? You've got to 
keep up with the times—see? (That was the total 


of the argument, both substance and tone. But it 
was given in fine literary style). 
Of course this is a new age, Just as every age 


has been new in its turn. But it does not follow, 
nor is it true, that the public taste as to decency has 
changed. 

The men of busines and thelr managers falled to 
realize that those who presenteq the argument had 
a selfish interest to serve. These writers had manu- 
scripts to sell, and if the publishers and moyle 
magnates bought these wares—well, that would be 
that. 

Now it so happens that it is easier to write what 
appeals to the vile in people than to write stuff of 
higher class. Some of the writers Who put forward 
the argument as aboye—not all—really can write. 
But, like many other people, they are apt to follow 
the lure of easy money. Poor writing plus a plaus- 
ble argument seemed preferable to the hard, hard 
hard. work of writing their best. And, for a time, 
it looked as if they would get away with it, But 
the public began to growl. 

The most potent facts of literary history prove 
that a person who really can write 1s a fool to write 
indecent stuff. (He should leave porpgraphy 10 
the dubs who can do no better. Take just two 
cases, one old and the other new: 

At a time when public taste in England is said 
to have been at its lowest, there was a {first-class 
writing genius who was not fussy about how he 
got his money. He wrote one book to glorify a high- 
wayman, another to give the life story of an Im- 
moral woman, and others little better. But he also 
wrote a story about a castaway sailor on a Carib- 
bean Island, He called the sailor Robinson Crusoe. 
Of all the novels of all the world this one 1s freest 


of any trace of indecency. But none has been more 
popular in its own day and since. 

At the very time when the pretended argument 
of the “new” school of writers was most strongly 
presented, a play was making a sensational, un- 
precedented run in a Broadway theatre—it ran for 
years without a break, It tells a simple story of a 
young Married couple and their quarrelsome, plg- 
headed fathers. Its tone is so sweet that it actually 
angered the “modernist” critics. But the box office 
records, mot only on Broadway and throughout the 
world proved that it pleased the public. Everyone 
has seen the play, or at least has heard of {t— 
“Abie's Irish Rose."—Ottawa Journal. 


Canada’s Trade In 


Securities 


One feature of Canada’s international trade about 
which we hear little as compared with the export 
and import of goods is the purchase and sale of 
securities. Yet these transactions aré of no small 
importance in the balance of our international pay- 
ments. There is a continuous movement over the 
border and across the ocean of securities purchased 


sinking funds, retirements and so on. These tran- 
sactions may consist of the sale abroad of the se- 
curities of Canadian governments and corporations 
or the re-sale of British and foreign securities owned 
in Canada; or, on the other hand, they may be 
the re-purchase from abroad of Canadian securities 
held in other countries or the purchase of govern- 
ment or other securities of other countries, 

These dealings amount in the aggregate to large 
sums annually. In 1934, according to the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, sales of securities by Canadians 
to other countries totalled $321,000,000 and pur- 
chases by Canadians from other countries to $312,- 
000,000. 

In recent years, tne Bureau observes, the business 
has consisted almost entirely in olg securities as 
distinct from new tfssues. B2fore the autumn of 1931 
Canada floated many new bond issues—both gov- 
ernment and corporation—in New York. While the 
greatest percentage of such transactions has been 
in outstanding bonds, stocks have also played an 
important role. 


International trade in securities is subject to many 
influences and so shows great fluctuations in its 
extent. By way of illustration, the Bureau notes, 
Great Britain purchased $15,000,000 insecurities in 
Canada in the first half of 1933 when the pound 
sterling was at a discount, In the last half of the 
year, when the pound rose to a premium, British 
purchases jumped to $66,000,000, to bring the year’s 
total to $81,000,000. Throughout last year the pound 
sterling was strong, rising to a premium over Cana- 
dian dollars in several months, and Great Britain 
purchased $102,000,000 of securities from Canada in 
the regular market. 

Canada's biggest trade in securities is with the 
United States. During 1933 United States pur- 
chases of Canadian securities amounted to $206,000,- 
000 anq Canadian purchases from. the United States 
to $203,000,000. Last year this business was still 
larger, Canadians purchasing securities to the value 
of $284,008,000 from the United States and selling 
to the United States securities worth $216,000,000. 
The favorable Canadian exchange situation js taken 
as accounting for the preponderance of purchases 
over sales. Added to this was some probable profit- 
taking on securities purchased when exchange was 
favorable to the American dollar.

Two of these 
members—the maximum permitted by law—are cab- 
inet ministers, who have plenty to do without ad- 
ministering the Hydro system.

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Louis Trounces Levinski 
In The First Round 


Referee Halts Uneven 
Battle After 2 Min- 
utes 21 Seconds. 


Three Knockdowns 


Comiskey Park, Chicago, Aug. 7— 
King Levinsky tonight went the 
way of all flesh that has contacted 
the lethal blows of Joe Louis, De- 
trolt’s sensational Brown Bomber. | 
’ After two minutes and twenty- 
one seconds of boxing, Levinsky, 
battered to the floor three times, 
squatted on the ropes of the ring 
and pleaded for mercy. Chicago's 
glorified ex-fish peddler, hopelessly 
beaten in those exciting two min- 
utes, sat on the bottom rope of the 
ring in a neutral corner and ap- 
pealed to Norman McGarrity to 
stop the battle. 

“Don't let him hit me again,. I 
am through,” Levinsky pleaded 
through chalk-like lips. 

Louis, battling savagely from the 
start, stoog immobile in mid-ring, 
waiting for Levinsky to get up as 
he gazed into the far recesses of 
Comiskey Park, home of the White 
Sox, that held 40,000 bewildered 
spectators, 

Referee McGarrity took the beat- 
en. Levinsky by the arm and helped 
him to his corner and into the 
arms of his stunned handlers. 

Thus, the battle, scheduled to go 
ten rounds, ended. 


Levinsky Outclassed 

From the start it was obvious 

that Levinsky, who had met them 
all, belonged to the past. In those 
dramatic few minutes, Levinsky 
landed only one: solid punch, a long 
right that landed harmlessly be- 
hind Louis’s;ear. 
‘Louis's first half dozen punches 
landed: on the half-frightened Le- 
vinsky’s "head ang knocked him on 
his hautiches, He regained his feet 
‘at ‘bhe dount of two, only to be 
knocked to the canvas again. for 
the count of five. Another barrage 
‘of vicious punches dropped him for 
the third time for another count of 
five. ies ‘ 

In desperation Levinsky attempt- 
ed to escape, but Louis knocked him 
ragging into the ropes. As Levin- 
sky began to sag, Louis ripped two 
cruel left hooks to the body. By 
this time Levinsky was backed into 
the corner and he calmly dropped 
his weary 197-pound frame to the 
bottom rope and gat there. Then 
he began mumbling his plea of 
mercy to the referee. 

Louis's yictory will go into the 
record books as a technical knock- 
out. In stopping the Chicago wal- 
Joper in 2 minutes and 21 seconds, 
Louis accomplisheq a quicker vic- 
tory than Max Baer, who knocked

Barbers Are 
Asking For 
Protection 


Marority of ‘Gilocal Bar- 
bers Feel That 25c 
Haircut Must Go --- 
Will Petition Council 
to Enforce Price Raise 


The banbers of Lindsay have come 
to the conclusion that something 
must be done about barbering: con- 
ditions in the town. 

A deputation of barbers is to meet 
the town council on Tuesdiy eve- 
ning with the purpose of bringing 
into effect a standard price on 
shaves and haircuts. This is to be 
placed under the Industrial Stancl- 
ards Act. The prices that will be 
set, if the barbers are successful, 
will probably be hair cut, 35¢ ana 
shave 20c. The general opinion is 
in favor of the 35c price for hair 
cutting but the 20c shaye does not 
meet the same approyal, 

The extra that ts charged on 
these necessities is just the differ- 
ence between a man making a liy- 
ing and a man starving. There are 
barbers in the town at present who 
are finding it hard to make both 
ends meet, and as long as condi- 
tions go on as they are no one is 
going (9 make anything, claim the 
barbers. 

Lindsay would do well to follow 

the example of Peterboro, Orillia 
and Barrie and other places that 
have adopted this standard of prices 
and who report that things are 
working out nicely, they claim. 
In conversation with Mr. Pat. 
Jakins well-known local barber, Mr. 
Jakins sald: “We want to have this 
by-law passed under the Industrial 
Standards Act, and then we can’ see 
that it is enforced. We will form a 
committee among ourselves and scé 
that’ it is carried out and anyone 
not abiding by the said by-law will 
be’ subject to a fine under the Act, 
We can arrest them slx days of the 
week if we have to. We don’t want 
to seem’ to be raising prices up too 
high, but the prices’ now are such 
that it is hard for a barber to do 
‘much more than hold his hend 
above water, Any raise in the prices 
will only amount to the customer 
some 10 or 20 cents a month but on 
a volume of business to the barber 
will make all the difference in the 
world. 

I am pleased to say that most, of 
the fellows in town are seeing things 
in a new light and on the whole are 
agreenble to_the suggestions given 
them.” 

Inferviews with a few of the 
barbers brought to light the fact 
that on the whole the barbers are 
in favor of this legislation. 

Mr, M. Stephens seemed to be 
in favor of this if they will only 
abide by it. At the same time he 
thought that 15¢ would be enough 
for shaves a’ 20¢c might proye to be 
prohibitive. 

Mr, Robert Taylor was in favour 
of the Act also but he said: “If the 
barbers of this town pass such a 
by-law and it Isn't kept then it is 
no good. But if they will abide by 
{t then’ there is no reason why It 
ean't be worked out, The prices are 
agreeable to me but 20c for a shave 
seems fo me to be a little steep for 
the ordinary working man,” 
O'Neill and Patterson are of the 
same opinion: They are quoted as 
saying, “If this is passed and car- 
ried out and: adhered to we think 
that it Is the only logical way that 
‘he barbers will make anything out 
f it. If, however, it is passed and 
1 few ore allowed to stall carry on 
as before then we might just as 
well nos waste time bothering the 
souncil. As far as the prices go 35c 
Js the logleal price for a hair cul 
as at 26c it just makes it Unat much 
harder to’ get along. The shave at 
20¢ would be a good thing but due 
to conditions at, present it might 
prove unsatisfactory.

In Raleigh, Governor Bhringhaus 
announced the state would offer 
the usual reward, $200 being the 
maximum allowed by statute, for 
apprehension of the lynchers.

Very little was saved how-_ 
ever, due to the fact that in the 
attic of the house there were sey- 
eral bags of feathers that, when 
they started to smoke, made it im- 
possible for the men to do any- 
thing. The fire started in the back 
kitchen of the house and the 
building being fitted pine boards 
the fire was going in no time. 

As if losing his home wasn't 
enough the fire wanting to make 
a good job of it, jumped some 100 
feet over to the barn and in a few| 
minutes that was completely blaz- 
ing. Fortunately, the barn which} 
would hold some 85 to 40 head of 
cattle in an L-shape was empty 
with the exception of a few head. 
As it was there was the loss of some 
600 or 700 bushels of grain that Mr, 
(McDonald had stored there. Two 
young calves that had been let out 
of the barn at the time of the fire 
turned up missing. One was later 


feared that the other one is lost. 
‘The house being only partially in- 


servative estimate of the damage 
places this in the neighborhood of 
at least $4,000. 


Shortly after the start of the! fire 
Mrs. McDonald was taken to one of 
her neighbors, along with her two 
girls, they were to spend the even- 
ing with Mrs, ‘Cowie who lives just 
a short distance from the McDon= 
ald farm.

The heavy hay crop has been har- 
vested im the district and the ma- 
jority of the barns are filled to ca- 
pacity with an excellent quality of 
hay. The rains which fell just at 
the right time made it possible for 
what promised only a light crop: ol! 
clover, timothy or alfalfa hay to 
prove a bumper crop and there 
should be no scarcity in this dis- 
trict next winter. 

Some crops of alfalfa and mixed 
hay yielded from three to four tons 
of hay per acre. The weather for. the 
greater part has been ideal for mak- 
ing hay, and the big crop was 
quickly handled. 

Farmers of this district are now 
engaged in cutting peas, alsike and 
fall wheat. The former crop is only 
a@ very ordinary crop this season 
and the yield will in most instances 
be sma!l.

— (Staff 
Correspondence) — The raspberry 
season, right now, is at its height 
and housewives everywhere are 
taking advantage of the splendid 
crop of this ‘delicious fruit which, 
when you buy, is solid fruit, re- 
quiring neither peeling, stoning, 
hulling or anything of that kind. 
The wild berries were not so plenti- 
ful as if was expected they would 
be, and are now almost done, but 
the garden variety will still be good 
for a week or more. 

There are several splendid rasp- 
berry patches in the vicinity of Jan- 
etville, the largest being on the 
Guy McGill farm, at Viewlake, 
which ut the present time is aver- 
aging a yield of about four bun- 
dred quart boxes a day, and when 
these berries are seen all together 
before being crated and ready for 
market, it certainly does look like 
a lot of berries. There is a ready 
market for this popular fruit and 
all are anxious to obtain their share.

First Machine Is Un- 
der Way at Sault 
Hangar --- Deal Pend- 


ing. 


Sault Ste, Marie, Ont., Aug. 6— 
Manufacture of alrpianes has been 
started at the hangar of the On- 
tario Air Service here, Direstor Geo, 
Ponsford said to-day, 

“Pending completion of a deal 
whereby the Ontario Government 
will acquire manufacturing rights to 
the Buh! air sedan, we have been 
authorized to carry oul such con- 
struction as we may deem neces- 
sary,” he said 

The first plane ts now under con- 
struction. It will be completed about 
October 1 or 15. It will then be sub- 
jected te rigid tests. Jf it passes 
tests, others of the same type will 
be built. Probably two will be built 
this Winter, Mr, Ponsford'said. 

The Buhl plane ‘was! “formerly 
manufactured in the United States. 
It has a reputiition ‘for sturdiness, 
he said. Thé aircraft®will be of a 
medium trahsport tyve, between the 
present Moth adn the heavier Fair- 
child and Hamilton craft that form 
the service's equipment. 

The new machine was of a type 
adopted after consultation with all 
district foresters of the Ontario for- 
estry branch, Mr. Ponsford said. It 
will be able to carry out the dual 
duties of suppression and detection 
of forest fires, At the present time 
Moths are used for detection pur- 
poses, and the theavier machines 
carry out suppression duties.

And at the very moment of the 
murder, the husbands of the two 
women were in the office of the 
police prosecutor, trying to work 
out, with the aid of authorities, the 
obsession which had convinced Mrs.

"Prime Minister R. B. Bennett had 
tried to solve the problem” of unem- 
ployment and had failed because he 
had started too late and tried to do 
too much alone. The problems of 
labor could not be solved by one 
man, Mr» King declared. They re- 
quired united effort. They could not 
be solved by endless experimentation 
but only by the application of prin- 
clples which had stood the test of 
time. 

The National Commission would 
require the co-operation of pro- 
yincial governments and munici- 
palities and this it coulg readily 
obtain as all provincial governments 
but one would be Liberal. Was not 
the election of a Liberal Govern- 
ment at Ottawa the sanest sort of 
approach to a National Govern- 
ment, Mr. King asked. With pro- 
vincial and federal governments 
all Liberal, friction would end, 
there would be thorough-going co- 
operation and constitutional diffi- 
culties would disappear with an 
ease which might astonish J. S. 
Woodsworth, the CCF. leader. 

Precedents existeq for a national 
commission of the sort proposed, 
said Mr. King. During the Great 
War the Canadian Patriotic Fund 
and after the war the Department 
of Soldiers' Civil Re-establishment 
were agencies of a similar type. If 
a nation-wide co-operative effort 
Was possible in war, surely a gov- 
ernment with vision and determ- 
ination would be able to arouse 
the nation’s will equafly well in 
peace time. 

Unemployment Increase 

Although Mr. Bennett had prom- 
ised to end unemployment in 1930, 
unemployment haq increaseg four- 
fold since he took office, said Mr. 
King. It was safe to say there 
were now 400,000 wage-earners out 
of work and the number needing 
relief had greatly increased. There 
Was distress on farms, too, perhaps 
greater than in the cities. The na- 
tional commission would also ad- 
minister relief for drought-stricken 
areas, 

Along with the increase in the 
heed for relief had gone a steadily 
increasing expenditure of money 
by the Federal Government.

Gallowsman

MONTREAL, August, 6..— Pedes- 
trians on St, James Street in Mon- 
treal almost any morning between 
9 and 10 see a wizened little man 
with thick-lensed glasses talking an-

Those who may be _ strolling 
through the corridors of the crimi- 
nal courts building on Notre Dame 
street east an hour later will find 
the same man cheerfully discussing 
the weather with a couple of news-

And just. before nogn, he can. he

superior, cour pullding, where he 
goes to, the. ‘third, floor and disap- 
pears In the office of Sheriff’ mer 
Lapierre. 
The man enor ‘walks, this “beat 
eyery day is Arthur Ellis, Canada's 
best-known hangman! 
He jis a gmall .man physically, 
standing not much aboye five feet 
three inches, his ‘keen eyes peering 
through neat, plain gold glasses, 
and his sandy hair graying rapidly. 
For a man engaged.in a business 
which at its best must be described 
{as unpleasant, , Bills is inyariably 
bubbling over with good humor, 

LOOKS FOR “OQLIENTS” 
He makes the same _ business 
round nearly every morning, stop- 
ping to talk to Johnny Miles, the 
caparisoned doorman for the Bank 
of Montreal, moying along to the 
postoffice to look fr his mail, and 
later ambling towards the courts to 
see whether theres anything in the 
air which may lead to work. Per- 
haps a murder trial has produced 
his next customer. 


He won't talk much about him- 
self, but as near as can be gath- 
ered, Arthur Ellis came to Canada 
from England about 25 years ago. 
Unlike most people, who either fall 
into or are pushed into life's work, 
Ellis appears to have taken great 
pains to choose his. As a young and 
ambitious lad in the 90's, he has 
told friends, he served as an assist- 
ant to the “Lord High Executioner” 
of the United Kingdom. 

When he first came to the Domin- 
lon, he was engaged fn “free lance 
work” throughout the west. ‘Later 
he came east, where he bobbed up 
as an assistant to Ratcliffe, the more 
or less official Canadian hangman 
of the period. In 1911, a year after 
he had been in that job, Ratcliffe 
died and Ellis secured all of Rat- 
cliffe's work. 

He is hired ‘by the sheriff in 
whatever district he’ is called in to 
serye. But for some reason or oth- 
er, he gets a yearly’salary from the 
province of Quebec, for which he is 
required to take care’ of all the ex- 
ecutions’ in!the. province.

from his professional one that even 
his most intimate friends did not 
know what he did for a living. 

He was quite a public speaker and 
for several years was electoral agent 
for the late Sir Lomer Gouin, pre- 
micr of the Province, of Quebee in 
the early part of this century. 

Later, as federal minister of jus- 
tice, Sir Lomer Gouin was visited 
one day in Ottawa by Ellis.

Tut Every Variety. Makes Fine Jam

Htical “plums,” but the good cook 
just smiles and makes up a perfect. 
jam from the interesting variety of 
the frutt now sold on Canadian 
markets. 

Plums may be green, yellow, rod 
blue, purple. or purplish-black — a 
whole rainbow for the jam cup: 
board, And they may vary in size 
from the small wild plum with its 
pleasant tartness to the luscious 
Japanese plum. The fancy varieties 
Sold by the dozen, are too costly for 
jam-making and the less expensive 
types make delicious jams and jel- 
Hes. 

“The fine flavour and the colour 
of the fresh, ripe plum is easily pre- 
served if jam or jelly is made by 
the modern short boil method. This 
method is simply adding enough} 
fruit pectin tq combine exactly wi 1 
the pectin or Jelly-making substance | 
in the pulp of the plum to get.a 
“set” before the flayour and colour 
ef the fruit ts spofled by long boil- 


ing. Before fruit pectin was con-} 
centrated and bottled for use with 
short-boil recipes, luscious fruits 
wers boiled and boiled until enough | 
juice evaporated in steam so thas} 
the remaining frult and sugar} 
thickened. 

Plum Jam or Jelly is easily and 
quickly made by the econcmic mod- | 
ern method. 

4 cups (2 lbs.) crushed frult; + 
clip water; 75 cups (3% Ibs.) sugar; | 
44 cup bottled frult pectin. 
+To prepare fruit, pit about 2% 
pounds full ripe frult, Do not peel. 
Cut into small pieces and crush| 
thoroughly. Measure fruit, solidly 
packed, and water into large ket- 
tle. Stir until mixture boils, cover, 
and simmer 15 minutes. Add sugar, 
mix well; and bring to a full rolling 
bof] over hottest fire. Stir constantly 
tefore and while bolling. Boil hard 
1 minute. Remaye from fire and stir 
in pectin. Makes 11 six-ounce Jars.

4 cups (2 Tbs.) juice; 74% cups

THE HEART MAY BE ENLARGED 
WITHOUT DANGER TO LIFE 


If your physician tells you that 
your heart is slightly enlargeq it 
is only natural that you should 
wonder about it and perhaps worry 
akout it, 

The heart enlarges because St is 
doing more work than usual, elther 
due to working and exercising or 
because there may be some ob- 
struction to the blood flow some- 
where in the body, the kidneys for 
example. 

Now a heart that increases in 
size from harg work or exercise {s 
usually a strong, slow heart, It 
has been dalled or to do extra 
work regularly and it increases in 
size up to a certain point. 

However, a heart that increases 
in size due to the blood vessels not 
having enough elastic tissue to 
open widely when blood is pumped 
through ‘them, gradually loses 
some of its power despite its in- 
crease in size, It becomes larewg 
on the left side because this is the 
part of the heart that has to pump 
the blood to all parts of the body 
—to the very farthest points, the) 


side of the heart has to pump the 
blood to the lungs only. 

Now the heart may be gradually 
enlarging for years without the in- 
dividual realizing it as there may 
be no symptoms whatever. Should 
he find himself getting out of 
breath easily and decide to take 
things more easily, the enlargement 
may increase very slowly and no 
symytoms occur. 

The natural question 1s, how 
much larger a heart can become 
before there is real danger. Your 
doctor will tell you that if the blood 
pressure is not too high and no 


may actually increase to half as 
much or even twice its natural 
size and the body is able to do the 
usual amount of work safely. 
The average weight of the nor- 
mal heart in man is about nine 
and one-half ounces and of a wo- 
man about eight to eight and one- 
half ounces. In some cases of 
heart ailments the weight may go 
up to sixteen ounces—one pound, 
and in some very bad cases the 
weight of the heart may be nearly 
two pounds. 
You can thus see that enlarge- 
ment of the heart neéd not be any 
cause for worry; in fact, worry may 
increase the blood pressure and 
actually furthér enlarge the heart.

Some of the Republicans have seized on the result 
to declare jubilantly that it is a forecast of defeat 
for Roosevelt in 1936. Democrats do not agree, of 
course, although they see in it a danger sign for their 
party. It conveys a warning, at least, that Roose- 
yelt may expect a decline in support from New Eng- 
gland. This is something, however, for which the 
Democrats have looked. They have expected a de- 
crease in sentiment in the East, normally Republic- 
an, and are counting upon the West and South to 
‘keep them in power. The Rhode Island vote sug- 
gests, at least, that a swing against Roosevelt has 
begun in the East—Kingston Whig-Standard.

Mrs. Lindbergh In Her 
Book Tells How Near 
He Was To Death In 
China. 


NEW YORK, Alug. 14—Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh has, perhaps, 
never been nearer death in all his 
adventurous career than he was 
one day in 1931 in the Yangtze 
Valley in China. Not even on his 
immortal solo flight to Paris. 

The Colonel was on an “errand of 
mercy” at the time, Anne Morrow 
Lindbergh says in “North to the 
Orient,” her first book published 
today. In it Mrs. Lindbergh tells 
the story of the 1931 flight to 
China by way of northern Canada, 
Alaska, Siberla and, Japan. 

Colonel Lindbergh took off one 
morning from Nanking for Hingh- 
wa, in the worst of the flooded dis- 
trict, writes Mrs. Lindbergh, “car- 
rying with him in the plane a 
Chinese doctor, an American doc- 
tor, and several packages of medi- 
cal supplies,

address expressed his appreciation 
of the efforts displayed and the 
€0-operation of the Twentieth 
Century Clubs throughout the rid- 
Ing and to the Laurier Liberal Club 
for the splendid banquet at Rea- 
boro. so ably catered to by the Rea- 
boo Women's Institute.

Through all 
the years, great Liberal leaders had 
recognized and freedom and rights 
of the people and they were not 
violated, said the speaker, who 
stated that in 1930 when Mr. Ben- 
nett came on the scene -he openly 
violated the policies of free Bov- 
ernment and established a one-man 
dictatorship.

Section 3 of the weed control act 
says: “Every occupant of land, or 
if the land is unoccupied, the own- 
er shall destroy all weeds desig- 
nated noxious by the regulations, 
as often in every year as is suffi- 
cient to prevent the ripening of 
their seeds.

Al- 
ready, stimulation of growth by 
fertilizers and cultivation in the 
Tose bed should be discontinued.

CANADIAN GUAVA 
Closely resembling the rare guava 
Jelly which his rightly considered a 
Sreat delicacy, a jelly made from 
Canadian gooseberries is highly 
prized, particularly as an accom- 
paniment of meat. The Canadian 
gooseberry jelly has a distinctive 
flavor and is of a beautiful red 
color, Naturally, the correct method 
of making it is essential to success, 
and to that end the Fruit Branch 
of the Donfinion Department of 
Agriculture has prepared the follow- 
ing recipe. 

Select firm green berries, remove 
nibs and wash thoroughly. Allow 
%4 cup water to 2 quarts of fruit. 
Mash with a potato masher and 
press through a fruit press. Heat 
slowly to boiling point and boil five 
minutes. Strain through a Jelly bag. 
Boil ten minutes. Measure and al- 
low % cup sugar to 1 cup juice. 
Boil five minutes. Strain and pour 
into sterilized glasses. When cool, 
seal with paraffin. Gooseberrles can

WASHINGTON, Aug, 14. — The 
American Red Gross is off to an- 
other war. Not in Africa, but along 
the highways of the United States 
—a war against the formidable and 
mounting death toll from automo- 
bile accidents. 


It's a big job. Thirty-six thous- 
and lives were lost in motor acci- 
dents last year. Add to those a 
million injuries and you have, !n 
the aggregate, a national disaster 
—just about as great a disaster ar 
America's battle casualties in the 
World War, which brought in ac- 
tion to 35,912 enlisted men of the 
army and wounds to less than 
200,000. 


In this war the Red Cross wil) 
abandon its traditional neutrality 
find work in two ways—to help pre- 
vent accidents by cautioning motor- 
ists along thelr way and by actual- 
ly taking up its stretchers and 
splints and bandages and minis- 
tering first ald to accident victims 


The basic idea is to establish first 
nid stations along the motor high- 
ways, with trained attendants on 
duty or on call throughout the day 
and night, A few such stations al- 
ready are in service and haye proy- 
ed their worth, Admiral Cary T. 
Grayson, chalrman of the Red 
Cross, predicts that 15,000 will dot 
the main arteries of the nation. 


Million Taught 

In Twenty Years 

Although the project sounds like 
an smposing one, less expense wil) 
be involved than you'd imagine 
Arrangements are being made with 
leading oil companies, ‘ndiyidual 
filling station owners and other 
roadside enterprises to install first 
ald stations in: their buildings. And 
the first ald experts themselves 
largely will be recruiled from work- 
ers In those same roadside busl- 
nesses. Volunteers are to be called 
for to recelve a thorough training 
in Red Cross emergency trentment. 


Many state highway patrols  al- 
ready have received the training, as 
have many motor club patrols.

GOLDEN, B.C., Aug. 7—Greas- 
ing of rails and seizure of a Can- 
adian Pacific Railway freight train 
by sixty transients was under in- 
vestigation tonight, both here and 
in Calgary, where twenty-eight men 
were in custody of Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police. 

Beating Way East 

The fast fruit train, carrying pro- 
duce from the Okanagan Valley to 
the prairie markets, was brought to 
a@ slippery stop here Tuesday night, 
and the transients, beating their 
way eastward, boarded it. They 
stood along the right of way as 
the train came to its halt. 

Police and railway authorities to- 
dey charged the rails had been 
greased: Pots of grease, it was re- 
ported, were found along the tracks. 

Disobeying orders of the train 
crew, British Columbia relief camp 
strikers who earlier in the day had 
staged a demonstration in Golden— 
boarded the train and were allowed 
to go through police lines at Field, 
B.C. Insufficient officers were pre- 
sent there to deal with the situa- 
tion. 

Leaders of the strikers, police 
were advised here, had control of 
the train, issuing orders to the men 
and disregarding the warniug of 
the trainmen. 

Railway Act Charges 

Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
at Calgary were advised of the sit- 
uation. A police trap was prepared 
in the Canadian Pacific Railway 
yard there, and when the train ar- 
rived today, twenty-eighs of the 
men were arrested and held on 
charges under the Railway Act, 
Thirty-two of the transients left 
the train at the Calgary Cit) lim- 
its and escaped the police net. 
The men arrived in Golden early 
Tuesday morning from the West. 
Most of them were travelling in a 
stock car, and when it was cur- 
rounded by ROMP. and British 
Columbia Provincial Police tHey re- 
fused to come out. 
Singing the “Red Flag” they de- 
fled the police until the car was 
spotted on a siding. After the of- 
ficers had opened the car’ door they 
same out, formed up in marching 
order.

Prevalence of Farm

Chief Lawler’s visit to the hobo 
Jungle last week when he arrested 
two men on charges of vagrancy, 
appears to have had the effect of 
scaring the transients away. At least 
transients were scarce «at the jun- 
gle on Thursday afternoon. Only 
one man was in sight, a man past 
middle “age with a shock of white 
hair. He was lying under the shade 
of a soft maple, dozing peacefully, 
when he was rudely awakened by 
the approach of a reporter. He 
wasn't very well pleased, elther, tc 
be awakened from a nice sleep, or 
maybe he was dreaming of the ho- 
bo’s paradise where jungles are 
equipped with spring mattresses ana 
meals grow on trees 

Asked where the rest of nis bud- 
dies were he said there aren’t any 
more here. There were apparently -9. 
few in the morning but they all 
went over to the circus to see if 
they couldn’t get a job, and some 
of them did get a few hours work 
watering the stock and doing other 
odd jobs. 3 

It was apparent that the old boy 
didn't want to talk so a brief walk 
was taken through the jungle. There 
is a network of paths throughout 
the whole “park” amongst the short 
bushes. A hobo with two blankets 
could have a fairly comfortable 
sleep unger these bushes but there 
are many of them who have not 
the necessary blankets.

These facts have been known for 
some time, but the interesting thing 
which has been discovered Fecently, 
is the fact that the activity of the 
oviduct and ovary is regulated by 
chemical substances carried by the 
blood Stream. There are several of 
these chemical substances known as 
reproductive hormones, each orig- 
{nating from a particular gland and 
each having a definite function in 
the process of egg formation. Of 
these there are two matn hormones, 
the femule hormone and the pitui- 
tary hormone originating: from the 
ovary and the pituitary gland re- 
spectively, The former causes the 
oviduct to grow and enlarge until 
it reaches the stage where it can 
produce albumen, while the Jatter 
is manufactured and thrown into 
the blood stream by the pituitary 
gland and causes the ovary to grow 
and develop yolks and to pour fe- 
male hormones into the blood 
stream. ; 

The pituitary gland is the insti- 
Gator of the reproductive process- 
es. Upon removal-of this gland the 
reproductive organs of both male 
and female birds shrink to an ex- 
tremely small size; the males look 
like true capons and the female like

Is Needed In 
Weed Control 


Weed control Is one of the most 
vital agricultural problems which 
we have. A problem in which eyery 
person who owns a square foot of 
land should be intensely interested. 
If weeds are neglected they will 
soon take possession. In every mu- 
nicipality we have places where peo- 
ple are careless and weeds have 
been neglctd. Fortunately, the per- 
centage of such is very low. One 
neglected patch may pollute acres 
the following year. There {s nothing 
so discouraging for a person who is 
making an effort to control weeds 
as to be living near someone who 
does not make an attempt to do so. 
The careful ratepayer demands pro- 
tection and Js entitled to it. 


Every country mn the world that 
has developed a worthwhile agri- 
cultural practise has weeds, and the 
majority have adopted legislation 
to contro] them. It has ibeen found 
necessary to do likewise in this 
province. However, legislation in it- 
self will not control a single weed. 
Any work done must be the result 
of definite human action. Co-opera- 
tion, united effort and immediate 
action are necessary in preventing 
weeds from going to seed. New 
weeds are continually appearing ana 
must not ibe permitted to increase. 
If your municipality is clean this 
is a good time to keep it clean. 
Weed Inspectors have been ap- 
pointed in every municipality in the 
province, and the 1935 war on 
weeds is under way. Every weed that 
is destroyed means thousands of 
weed seeds destroyed. Enlist now 
and help destroy the enemy. Co- 
operate by pulling, hoeing, spraying, 
cutting, spudding out, plowing and 
cultivating to destroy weeds and by 
persuading someone else to do like- 
wise. 

Weeds have no place In a progres- 
sive community; prevent them from 
going to seed. Do your share and 
help protect the most important in- 
dustry in the province — “‘Agricul- 
ture.”

Ocean Swimmer Found 
100 Miles Off Cape Cod 


Deranged Seaman 
Says He Jumped Into 
Sea On Dare From 
Roosevelt. 


BOSTON, Aug. 11. — A deranged 
fisherman dived from his ship into 
Atlantic waters 100 miles off Cape 
Cod today in response to what he 
imagined to be a dare from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and the G-man 
chief, G. Edgar Hoover 

Unknown to his shipmates, Wal- 
ter (Frenchy) Robillard, 32, of 
Brighton, a husky six-footer, leaped 
from the deck of the Boston trawl- 
er Notre Dame, north of Georges 
Banks on the fishing grounds. 

Rescued agains: his will by the 
crew of the Bridgeport, Conn. oy- 
sterman, Ripple, Robillard was lanid- 
ed here by a coast guard amphibian 
plane that made a round trip flight 
of some 350 miles. 

To attaches of Marine Hospital he 
told a fantastic story. 

He was standing on the deck of the 
Notre Dame, he said, when he saw 
the faces of the president and Hoo- 
ver clearly outlined on the waters, 
daring him to come in, He leaped 
into the “shark-infested” waters 
to show them he was unafraid.

Robillard who seemed lucid enough 


at times, said he was in the water 
half an hour. Doctors, however, 
thought it might have been much 
longer. 

“We were proceeding slowly just 
north of George’s Bank fishing 
grounds, latitude 42.08 north, longi- 
tude 7.30, when the lookout shout- 
ed that a man was swimming in 
the ocean aft,” said Capt. Samuel 
Sorenson of the Ripple, in a radio 
description.

CHICORY 

Chicory is a persistent perennial 
weed, with a deep, long, thick root, 
Introduced from Europe years ago 
{{ Was grown 6 a cultivated plant 
for its roots, which were ground 
and mixed with coffee. At the 
present time it {s considered one of 
our most ‘troublesome weeds on 
roadsides, fence lines, vacant places 
and occasionally’ on cultivated 
fields. Having escaped from culti- 
vation it is now growing in the 
wild state in every county in the 
province and increasing rapidly. 

Chicory is easily distinguished by 
its leafless, much-branched stems, 
bearing numerous clusters of flower 
heads (without flower stalks) on 
the naked branches. The flowers 
are about one anda half inches 
across, a bright blue in colour, and 
are usually closed by noon. ‘The 
Jeayes, which are long with irregu- 
lar edges, spread out on the ground 
and resemble those of the common 
dandelion. } 

The presence of chicory in a cul- 
tivated flelq is an indication of Jack 
of cultivation. A short rotation of 
crops js important, with deep plow- 
ing as soon as the crop is off, fol- 
lowed by thorough cultivation both 
ways all Fall using broad shares on 
the cultivator. A hoed crop fol- 
lowing this methog should chan 
up all chicory. The writer has seen 
fields with chicory growing all 
around the fences but not a plant 
showing in the fleld. Other cases 
have been observed where chicory 
plants are found growing all over 
fields. Upon investigation it was 
found in every case that proper im- 
plements were not useq and thor- 
ough cultivation was not practised. 
One need not expect to be able to 
control chicory with poor plowing, 
followed by a disc harrow or narrow 
teeth on the cultivator. ‘All growth 
is cut off below the crown when 
broad shares, which overlap, are 
useq and by cultivation both ways, 
a more thorough job fs insured. You 
can pull chicory till you“see stars’ 
but due to the length of its roots, 
plants cannot be pulled out. Scat- 
tered plants may be cut off well be- 
low the crown in hot dry weather 
and a handful of salt applieq to the 
portion of the root that remains. 
Spudding off below the crown, fill- 
ing in the hole with earth after, in 
order to exclude the light or air has 


also proven effective. For large 
patches, chemical weed killers are 
the only practical solution to the 


problem using sodium chlorate or 
a chemical with a sodium chlorate 
base, One pound per gallon of 
water per 100 square feet is recom- 
mended, using a power sprayer. 
Care must be exercised when spray- 
ing with sodium chlorate as there 
Js a fire hazarg in its use. Roots 
are at thelr weakest point when the 
plant is in the bloom stage, This 
is the ideal time to spud or spray. 
The vigor of the, plants ‘being 
sprayed, their stage of development 
and the condition of the sojl are all 
important factors in their destruc- 
tion with chemicals, and {t may 
be foung necessary to make a sec- 
ond application to get any scattered 
plants, Consult your Agricultural 
representative or wood inspector for 


information on Chemical Wood 
Killers, 
An average chicory piant will 


produce 3,000 seeds and the \m- 
portance of destroying plants before 
seeds mature cannot be emphasized 
too strongly. The seed4 are {mpuri- 
ties In clover seeds and very diffi- 
cult to remove, Due to the length 
of its roots chicory plants cannot 
be hang picked. Those who are in- 
terested in keeping clover fields for 
seed are urged to spud all plants 
before seeds mature, It will be time 
profitably spent. Chicory has no 
place in a progresstye municipality. 
It 1s becoming more objectionable 
each year. Thorough cultivation is 
the solution to the problem on cul- 
tivated land, Spudding is for scat- 
tered plants and the use of chemi- 
cal weed killers for fence lines and 
roag sides, Now js the time for 
action,

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Rotary Club Addressed By 
Prof. Watson Kirkconnell 


Increasing Population 
Pressure Responsible 
For National At- 
tempts To Control 
More Territory, Says 
Professor. 


Professor Watson Kirkconnell, of 
Winnipeg, son of the late T, A. 
Kirkconnell, and vice-president fo 
the Canadian Authors’ Association, 
gave a thoughtful and educational 
address on international affairs to 
an almost 100 per cent. attendance 
at the Lindsay Rotary Club weekly 
Juncheon held at noon today’ at 
the Benson House. Using the 
Dionne quintuplets as a symbol of 
race fertility the professor spoke of 
the high jopwation pressure of 
Italy.and Japan as reasons for their 
action in dominating foreign lands, 


Opening his address with expres- 
sions of pleasure at the opportuni- 
ty to address the club in his home 
town, the professr Iaunched im- 
mediately into a highly intelligent 
and thoughtful discourse on reasons 
for national actions of internation- 
al portent, particularly because of 
large birthrates. Before leaving 
Canada for forelgn lands the Pro- 
fessor spoke of the growth of the 
French population of Canada, with- 
out, as he said, any racial animosity, 
as compared to the Anglo-Caradian 
population. Comparing the “birth- 
rate figures of the French Canad- 
ian population to that of the Anglo- 
Canadian, the speaker stated that 
at the present figures French dom- 
ination would result. 


In speaking of Italy and its 
problems the speaker spoke first of 
the greatly increasing population 
of the country. Emigration, he said, 
was practically cut off and as a 
result of the lack of the fundament- 
al raw materials, the Italians are 
today working for their place in 
the sun as far as these raw mater- 
jals are concerned. They haye been 
check-mated by the French, said 
the speaker. 


Ethiopia, or Abyssinia is, accord- 
ing to Mussolini's ambitions, to be 
used as a safety valve for the high 
population pressure of Italy. The 
Speaker expressed a personal doubt 
as to the success of the Italian 
invasion of the country, stating 
that many impediments to modern 
warfare would be found in the 
country. The intense heat and the 
insects, he said, would prove a sig- 
nificant deterrent to Italian milit- 
ary movements. He suggested that 
one of the reasons for Mussolini's 
Ethiopian venture is to rewrite a 
chapter of Italian history, the chap- 
ter that deals with the Italian de- 
feat by the Ethiopian army in the 
latter part of the 19th century. 


The speaker stated that he was 
not afraid of a general war as a re- 
sult of the Ttalian-Ethioplan crisis 
unless the Italians take too many 
troops out of Italy when’ they are 
needed to check an uprising as 
they were last year when thelr 
troops were massed ‘on the Italo- 
Austrian border, or unless Hitler 
considers the time ripé for the ab- 
sorbing of Austria. 


‘There are several strong blologic- 
al and economic arguments for the 
action of Japan in dominating and 
assuming control of north China 
with an area of 300,000 square miles 
and a population of 60,000,000 people, 
The high birthrate of Japan and 
the fact that seventy million people 
were eking oul a living on an arable 
area about the size of Southern 
Ontario,’ .is an argument, The 
population was increasing at about 
a net of 1,000,000 per year and as 
birth control was decidedly against 
their religion they tried to deal with 
the problem of industrialization. 
Japan lacks enarly all the requisite 
raw materials and their action in 
dominating nuorth China was to 
gain control of places where the 
raw materials can be obtained. The 
economic factor, _ said Professor 
Kirkconnel, Is strong In their minds, 
Another factor that the speaker 
spoke of was that of checkmating 
Russia.

Cornwall Native 

Among Three Dead -- 
Stooked Crops Blown 
Away ~- Grain Hailed 


Winnipeg, August 13. —Thunder, 
lightning and ‘hurricane winds, ac- 
companied by rain and hail, lashed 
Western Canada over the week-end 


bringing death to at least three 
persons. 
Near Brandon, Man., where a 


miniature cyclone swept the Assini- 
boine River Valley, Donald Gal- 
braith, 70, of Carman, Manitoba, was 
killed when the wind swept down a 
barn in which he was grooming a 
horse, 

Near Morley, Alta, two relief 
camp workers, George McDonald, 
28, and John Revell, 30, were killed 
by lightning when they sought shel- 
ter under a tree. Peter Seduk barely 
escaped. He was delayed in getting 
to the tree. 

From Ontario 
McDonald was a native of Corn- 
wall, Ont., and Revell came from 
England. They were both working 
at the Dominion Forestry Experi- 
mental Station near the Kananas- 
kis River, about 70 miles east of 
Calgary. 

Near Bengouth, Sask. about 40 
miles north of Regina, 50 square 
miles of the district's finest wheat 
crop was pounded into the ground 
by hail. 

All window panes on the west side 
of houses and ‘buildings were brok- 
en, gardens cul to shreds and fields 
of oats, barley und wheat were de- 
stroyed. 

Rain was general. Saturday night 
and late Sunday rain came down in 
torrents all across central and south 
erm Manitoba. 

In the Brandon avea {t was im- 
possible to compute the damage fig- 
ure today, Barns and stables were 
torn down, roofs of homes were 
whipped off by the winds and thou- 
sands of acres of wheal and coarse 
yrains were destroyed. 

The Manitoba Government tele- 
phones reported numerous  tele- 
phone poles had been snapped off 
by the cyclonic winds, Some farm- 
‘rs reported the wind had complete- 
ly lifted stooked crops from thelr 
fields and that no trace of them 
has been jfound. 
The Brandon area was the hard- 
est hit end many farmers reported 
horses killed when the storm level- 
led barns. In Rapld City, Man,, 2 
cyclonic wind ripped through the 
town and toppled chimneys to the 
ground, tore wp board sidewalks and 
brought high tension wires ito the 
ground.

Monster Is 
Captured in 
The Atlantic 


Creature WwW eighs 
About Five Tons and 
is 32 Feet in Length. 


Called Whale Shark 


Islip, N.Y., Aug. 9: — It may be 
the Loch Ness monster or’ just the 
biggest hunk of fish ever spotted 
along this section of the Atlantic 
coast line, but tts hulk — somewhere 
about five tons in weight and 32 
feet long — was enough to bring 
threngs from near and far to-night 
to gape at the strange creature 
caught near here to-day in the nets 
of a fishing fleet. 

Fishermen were content to call 
it » “denizen of the deep,” but the 
exacting put in a call to Dr. 
B. W. Gudger, piseatorial expert of 
the Museum of Natural History in 
New York. 

After en involved description Dr 
Gudger prodiaimed it p ‘whale 
shark. 

With. custontary scientific caution, 
he merely added it was the largest 
he ever heard of in these latitudes, 

The gigantic creature, which has 
a mouth four fect wide, was caught 
in the traps of a fish company two 
miles southwest of the Fire Island 
lighthouse in the Atlantic Ocean 
to-day, 

The 10-man crew of a 54-foat 
fishing derrick struggled with the 
monster more than three hours bbe- 
fore bringing it in 

Upset Small Boat 

Two of the flehermen ‘set out in 
ft 17-foot auxiliary 
getting ropes on the sen giant, The 
lashing of the monster upset the 
small boat and pitched the men into 
the sea. They were hauled aboard 
the derrick; the boat relaunched 
and finally the huge creature was 
roped in 

The monster's head js about 12 
feet in circumference in the largest 
part, It tapers to the tail. The 
broadest part of the head {s about 
five feet wide. Two ears like fins 
are on each side of the head. The 
body is gray with mottled patches 
along it in parallel lines. 

The fishing crew had brought in 
the last of four traps, filled with 
about 1,000 pounds of  weakfish, 
bluefish, mackerel and butter fish. 
As they hauled in the final trap they 
found the huge sea creature lash- 
ing about in it.

Works on Wellington St., formerly 
the Cole Mfg. Co. A humber of 
men are engaged in removing the 
heavy machinery from the plant 
and loading it for shipment to 
Windsor where the main factory of 
the Castle Motor Co, is at present 
in operation, preparatory to re- 
modeling the Lindsay plant and 
equipping it with machinery suit- 
jable for the manufacture of auto- 
mobile parts. 

In conversation with Mr. John 
Castle, secretary ano treasurer of 
the Castle Motor Co. the Post was 
informed that within a few months 
the Lindsay factory will go into 
production on the manufacture of 
spring shackles for Ford cars. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Castle, Mr. E. Brad- 
dock, of Windsor, who js at present 
managing the Windsor plant and 
who 1s President of the Castle Mo- 
tor Co. controls the patent rights 
for the type of spring shackle uséd 
On all Ford cars and the production 
of these parts will In the near fu- 
ture take place in Lindsay. 

Two months, Mr. Castle esti-

Action on the supplementary re- 
port from the James Proctor and 
Redfern Company, Engineers, was 
postponed for the present at a meet- 
ing of the Lindsay Board of Water 
Commissioners. A motion was read 
by James Mackey and seconded by 
Mayor P. E. Pickering, that the re- 
port be filed and no action be tak- 
én at the present time. 

The supplementary report which 
Was read by Searetary Gordon 
Cuthbert dealt with a coagulation 
basin, which, if built would enable 
Lindsay water to be treated for 
three or four hours instead of the 
fifteen minutes or so at the present 
time. It is thought by most experts 
that this would materially improve 
the taste and color of Lindsay's 
water. 


“As long as our water is com-- 


plying with Provincial demands, I 
would be inclined to let matters go 
as they are,” said Mayor Picker- 
ing: 

“We haye received information 
from the Department of Health 
that we must do something about 
cur pumping situation. Our water 
is not satisfactory,’ replied Com- 
missioner Stewart Flavelle, 

Mayor Pickering: “T know onr 
Water is not satisfactory but then 
Mr. Redfern could give me no guar- 
antee that he would give us a good 
Palatable water.” 

Flavelle: “The Redfern Company 
said the same as Dr. Berry that we 
need a coagulation basin. I think 
personally that we are pretty nearly 
obligated to go ahead with some- 
thing.” 

Pickering: “If I were sure that 

we. would get an improvement I 

would be heartily in accord, but I 

didn't get any quarantee to that 
effect. ' Orillia has a coagulation 
basin and are having the same dif- 
ficulties that we are, If the water 
weren’t good after spending $25,000 
we would be subject to a great deal 
of criticism, Orillia has exactly 
what we are considering and that 
1s why I haye gone so thoroughly 
into the matter. In Orillia they 
haye a better grade of water to start 
with and they are still having | diffi- 
culties.” 

Mr, Flavelle stated that the thing 
to do at the present time was to 
decide if the local board was golg 
to build a coagulation basin and if 
they are, when.

bent a knee to such financiers as 
Flavelle of war bacon fame or Sir 
Herbert Holt. Such men are a det- 
riment to the country, declared Mx. 
Avery. fp 

Speaking of having youth at the 
helm of a country, Mr. Avery point- 
ed out that old men have been 
groping around seeking a way olt 
for long enough. This country needs 
youth and young men at the helm, 
you will notice that it is always the 
old men who sign declarations of 
war ‘but the young men who do the 
fighting observed the speaker. 

As a solution to the present-day 
problems, My. Avery stated thav 
Canada must increase her resources} 
before unemployment can be ma- 
terlally aided. This is a National 
crisis, not a Provincial or Municipal 
one. The timo has come when the 
few who are dictating the destiny of 
the finances of the country will 
have to give way to an admijnistra- 
tion at Ottawa that is above bowing 
to high finance.

To form a cabinet in a country 
like Holland Js no easy job, Instead 
of the two big political parties that 
America knows and three that Brit- 
ain has, there is a multiplicity of 
them in Holland. The lower house 
of the Dutch Parliament contains 
100 members. The last election re- 
turned 28 Roman Catholics from 
Holland's “Solid South,” 22 Social~ 
ists, 9 Liberals and 7 Radicals. Of 
the Protestant parties, the Anti- 
Revolutionaries of Colijn elected 12 
and the Christian Historicals got 
10, It has been the custom to form 
an extra-party cabinet, That is, the 
men are chosen*from the various

Early this year, Premier Colijn's 
policy was at all costs to balance 
the budget and to keep Dutch mon-, 
ey on the gold standard. To do this 
he has presented to the Parliament 
Successive waves of bills. One set 
inflicted more taxes. The others 
made more cuts in wages and sal- 
aries. 

Neither the Roman Catholic nor 
the Socialist party openly advocat- 
ed inflation as a cure for the coun- 
try's ills. But they insisted the peo- 
ple should receive some reward for 
the sacrifices they were asked to 
make, While the goyérnment was 
Increasing taxes and decreasing sal- 
aries, they said it should also cut 
down debts and rents, reduce the 
fixed charges upon industry and 
help bring down the cost of living. 


These were very real grievances 
which Colijn only half-heartedly 
met. Thereupon Dr. P. J, M. Aol 


berst, leader of the Catholic party, 
refused to glve the government a 
vole of confidence. Colljn resign- 
ed 

Try, Try Again 

Queen Wilhelmina sent for Aal- 
berse to form a cabinet. But she 
tied his hands hy tnsisting that such 
1 cabinet must be formed upon a 
wider basis than a mere union of 
the Catholic and Seciallst parties. 
Aalberse failed. The Queen once 
more charged Colijn to form a cab- 
{net which he did, including four 
Catholic members or one more than 
in his last cabinet, 

Colijn. in a broadcast address to 
the country, insisted that his mea- 
sures introducing import quotas and 
subsidizing home agriculture by 
hundreds of millions of guilders 
might nave been costly lo the tax- 
payers but had undoubtedly also 
prevented widespread increase in 
unemployment, He said the gov- 
ernment had spent hundreds of mil- 
lions upon the execution of useful 
public works and proposed to do 
more of the same, 

This fall when Parliament meets, 
he may have a rough ride. Scenery- 
painting Wilhelmina will also prob- 
ably come in for some toasting. The 
Dutch iike their queen, but they 
are a democratic people and think 
she has been a bit too domineering 
In the first place, when she. asked 
Professor Aalberse to form a cab- 
inet, she circumscribed his activ- 
ity, In the next place, when he, 
leader of the biggest party, failed, 
custom and courtesy required that 
she should summon M. Alberda, 
leader of the Socialists, the nex! 
strongest party {n the Chamber of 
Deputies. Tnstead, he was ignored.

Litlle Body Bitten by Flies. 

Hey body, however, was scratched 
and badly ‘bitten by flies during the 
long hours she attempted to make 
her way back home. Rest was order- 
ed for the littlé wanderer, who left 
home Sunday afternoon, and hos- 
pital authorities said that not until 
the child had fully recovered would 
she be allowed to tell of her exper- 
fences.

Mrs. Guy Wallace reached Scotland 
it was communicated to her fath- 
er, Daniel McLean, 62 year old un- 
employed coal miner of Lugton, 
Dalkeith, a widower, who 


four years ago. 


Mrs. Wallace, who was born at 
Dalkeith 37 years ago, is one of a 
family of three daughters and two 


sons. Her two sisters, both of whom 
are married, are resident in Dal- 
keith. Her elder sister is Mrs. Susan 
Munro, wife of Mr. George Munro, 
a miner, 128 Gibraltar Gardens, and 
her younger sister, Catherine, is the 
wife of Mr. Robert Anderson, & 
miner, Bridgend, Dalkeith. 

‘The two brothers, Patrick, aged 
31 and Bernard, aged 28, are both 
in Canada, where they emigrated 
nine years ago. The former studied 
for the ministry, and the latter was 
a miner at Smeaton Colliery. AY 
present they are both believed to he 
engaged in work on a& roadmaking 
scheme in Ontario, 

Mrs. Wallace went to Canada 13 
years ago. Prior to that she was In 
domestic service for three years at 
the home of a well-known Edin- 
burgh surgeon, Sir Robert Philip, 
Charlotte Square, and her decision 
to go to Canada was both sudden 
and unexpected. 

Family details were revealed by 
her father this week and are de- 
scribed in an interview in the Peo- 
ples’ Journal, a Scottish newspaper 
according to a despatch reaching 
Montreal. The tragedy in which 
Mrs, Wallace has become involved 
has come as a terrible blow to Mr. 
McLean and thare were times when 
his eyes filled with tears and when 
he was so overcome by emotion that 
he found it impossible to continue 
his observations. 

“ann was educated at St. David's 
School, Dalkeith,” he said, “and St 
was shortly after leaying school that 
she entered domestic service. It 
came os a great surprise to her 
mother and myself when she told 
us she intended going to Canada. 
particularly since she had no job 
in view, and was just trusting to 
luck that she would obtain work. 

“Yt seems that she was tired of 
the narrowness of her life at home, 
and wanted to see what she could 
make of it abroad. My wife and I 
were rather doubtful as to the wis- 
dom of her intentions, and suggest- 
ed that she should walt for a little 
while and see whether she still 
felt the same at a later date, 

“Jt seems that Ann had her mind 
made up, and less than a week aft- 
er informing us of her intentions 
she set sail for Canada. She got a 
situation, all right, and then about 
a year later we learned that she had 
married a young Scotsman, a native 
of Coatbridge, I believe, 

“ann corresponded with us quite 
regularly, and in her letters she al- 
ways dealt fully with the subject of 
her children. She adored the young- 
sters, and jt is this fact that renders 
all the more inexplicable the net 
with which she is now charged, 

“with her husband and her chil- 
dren Ann seemed ideally happy. 59 
happy, indeed was she jn the coun- 
try of her adoption that she wrote 
to her two brothers and suggested 
that they. too, should try thelr luck 
{n Ganada, The suggestion was act- 
ed upon by both lads, Bernard go- 
ing out in 19626 and Patrick o year 
Jater.

Hundreds Are 
Missing In 
Flood Waters 


Italian Troops Contin- 
ue Search for Victims 
— Many Heroic Res- 
cues Reported---Dam- 
age Is Over $25,000,- 
000. 


TURIN, August 14, — Hundreds 
of persons were still unaccounted 
for tonight, as troops and army en- 
gineers continued rescue work in 
the Province of Alessandria. 


“amen Icicle’ P repares for Test 


‘Town is Inundated. 
A wall of water forty feet high 


resulting from the bursting of a 
huge dam, yesterday swept over the 
Town of Ovada, spreading death 
and destruction oyer an area of 
fifty square miles. 

Latest estimates of the victims, 
mostly women and children, were 
put at 250 by Provincial officials, 
Lack of communication with sey- 
eral hamlets in the path of the 
torrent made accurate estimates im- 
possible, however. In some districts 
the waters left mud several feev 
deep, and it was feared that many 
more bodies would be found once it 
was cleared. 

The total damage was estimated 
at $25,000,000. In the district around 
Ovada, in the heart of one of Italy’s 
richest agricultural sections, farm- 
houses were swept away and not a 
single -head-of cattle was saved. 
Adding to the dastruction, the 
Leira and Sturna Rivers overflow- 
ed thelr banks because of the con- 
tinued downpour and many boats 
and barges were destroyed. 

Sailor Is Hero. 

Many instances of heroism were 
reported. An Italian sailor, on leave 
in his home town in the affected 
district, ted a rope around his waist 
and diving from the upper branch- 
es of a tree, managed to rescue a 
mother and her child from the 
madly rushing waters, 

In another town a young me- 
chanic plunged scores of times into 
the flood waters, rescuing a large 
number of persons. 

A truck driver was reported to 
have saved 30 persons singlehanded 
from the rushing waters, 

As the waters swept down the yal- 
ley, the engineer of a train from 
Genoa raced his locomotive over 
bridge only a few seconds before tt 
crashed, saving scores of passengers 
from almost certain death. 

A family of seven drowned, the 
only survivor a year old baby girl, 
who was pulled out by swimmers 
ffter she was carried by the wat- 
ers through a window of her flood- 
ed home, 

‘A telephone operator at the dam's 
hydro-electric plant remained at 
her post until the waters swirled 
around her shoulders, and then 
swam to the safety of n tree, from 
which she was reseued. 

The torrential rains that caused 
the crumbling of the dam continued 
unabated, making rescue work all 
the more hazardous.  Tlectrical 
storms accompanied the downpour. 
Lightning also struck the locomotive 
of a Genoa-Milan train at Tortoniv 
but no casualties were reported,

“The prevailing wind accompan- 
fed by heat, together with the de- 
clded lack of rain, is working havoc 
with the yegetation such as corn, 
vegetables, and root crops and pas- 
tures, It Is also making a serious 
condition for a great many whose 
wells are nlmost exhausted making 
{t necessary to drive stock some dis- 
tance to tho more abundant creeks 
and springs.”

The wheat ts looking very 
fair, The root crops are good but 
rain would help some. The crop is 
not suffering for want of rain but 
it would help some, Threshing is 
just getting nicely started, 

A report from the Fenelon Road, 
recelyed from the farm of Denis 
Sullivan, is to the effect that the 
crops are not what was expected, 
Lots of straw and hay for feed but 
the grain is q disappointment, with 
the possible exception of oats.

GARDEN HINTS 


ELIMINATE CRAB GRASS 
BY KEEPING IT CUT 


, 
Pull Up Stems With a Rake So 
Mower Will Get Them. 

It is a common sight to see lawns 
where a coarse, long-stemmed grass 
is spreading vigorously and just now 
sending up seed spikes which soon 
will turn turn purple. 

This js crab grass, otherwise eleu- 
sine indica, alias wire grass, alias 
goose grass, a common lawn pest 
which is always with us but which 
this year is unusually prominent 
because it likes hot weather, and the 
ample moisture. 

In normal years crab grass is not 
conspicuous until its purple seed 
spikes discolor the lawns. 3 

‘Lawn owners are inclined to place 
the blame for crab grass upon the 
seed which they have sown. But this 
cannot be just, for crab grass 
makes its seed at least a month lat- 
er than blue grass and red top and 
there can be no natural mixture in 
the harvest: Grab grass could only 
be Introduced into a lawn mixture 
maliciously and with deliberate in- 
tent, and a case of this sort has 
neyer been known. The seed of crab 
grass is rot dealt in commercially in 
this country.

The pest is widespread, however, 
‘and present in most soil. Being an 
annual, crab grass dies in the win- 
ter and germinates again in the 
early spring from seed dropped the 
previous summer. 

Close clipping is the best way to 
keep this pest in check. It grows 
normally 2 to 4 feet long, spreading 
over the ground and rooting at each 
joint. If clipped closely it cannot 
develop far. Where the joints have 
taken root a rake will rip up the 
stems and place them at the mercy 
of the mower. The unusually coarse 
growth which it is haying this year 
will make control easier than where 
it clings close to the surface. =

This sheath or scabbard, which is 
the lower lip, has two little hing- 
ed ends which are delicate feelers, 
by means of which the mosquito Is 
able to locate a nice soft place to 
start operations. 


We will assume that this mosqui- 
to has uow alighted on your skin 
and has prospected around and 
found a satisfactory place to collect 
a meal. How dogs she get it? First, 
she moves away the two tubes. Then 
she starts the two palrs of saws and 
soon she has made a _ falr-sized 
opening. 

If you watch her you will see that 
she weaves her head and shoulders 
as does any husky carpenter when 
sawing. Now she commences td 
work the other hypodermic syringe. 
which is used only to take in food, 
and the blood is drawn into the 
stomach by. a suction-like action jm- 
parted by the little muscles around 
the head. 

When she has all the food that 
she can carry, she packs up the tool 
kit and files away to rest and enjoy 
the meal. And you haye a mos- 
quito bite.

The National and American 
Leagues jointly will sponser the plan 
to memorialize baseball's greatest 
playing figures, in co-operation 
with the Village of Cooperstown, 
|which already has established 
|sporting shrine on the the spot 
where Major-General Abner Dou- 
bleday introduced “base ball” in 
1839. 

Details were discussed and a gen- 
eral program agreed upon today at 
a conference of baseball men with 
Arthur Cleland, representing Coo- 
perstown, at the offices of Ford C. 
Frick, President of the National 
League.

The hall of fame will be limited 
to ten players only, for the time 
being, and to focus attention upon) 
its establishment. Others among the 
greats will be selected from year 
to year, By the time the sports cen- 
tennial rolls around it is hoped 
that close to fifty all-stars will be 
memoriailized in the museum. It 
will be determined later whether 
the tribute to the most famous 
players will take the form of plac- 
ques, photographs or statues. 


Selection of the first all-stars 
promises to develop brisk argument, 
Legendary are many of the feats of 
the earlier heroes, But the record 
books are embellished by the 
achievements of such renowned fig- 
ures as A. G, Spalding, ace hurler 
of the 1870's, and Charles (Old 
Hoss) Radbourne, who pitched 
Providence to a National League 
pennant in 1884 by hurling in 27 
consecutiye games, winning 26 of 
them. 

Greats of Yesteryears 

Then again there are Adrian C. 

(Pop) Anson, captain, first baseman 
and hitting champion of the old 
Chicago White Stockings; Denton 
(Cy) Young whose Atching ex- 
ploits extended from the gay 90's 
well into the new century; George 
Wright, shortstop and all-round ace 
of Boston Nationals in the earliest 
big league days; Charlie Bennett, 
king-pin of the old-time back- 
stops; as well as Mike Kelley, Ed 
Delehanty, Roger Connor, ‘Buck’ 
Ewing, Hugh Duffy, Dan Brouth- 
ers and Willie Keeler. 
Selecting the outstanding five 
since 1900 may prove no easier. It 
would be difficult to leave off 
Christy Mathewson, Ty Cobb, 
Babe Ruth, Hans Wagner or Walter 
Johnson in determining the list.

A summary of the Migratory 
Birds Convention Act as it affects 
this district has been forwarded to 
this office recently. This ‘s the, 
Dominion Law concerning migra- 
tory birds, {t might be of interest 
and of educational value to readers, 
Open seasons for ducks, geese, 
brant, rails, coots and Wilsons, or 
Jack-Snipe, in this part of Ontario 
lying south of the French and Mat- 
tawa rivers ls October 1, to Novem- 
ber 30, both dates inclusive, 

‘There 1s a closed season through- 
out the year on Wood Ducks, 
Swans, Cranes, Curlew, Willets, 
Godwits, Upland Plover, Black-bal- 
lied and Golden Plover, Greater 
and Lesser Yellow-legs, Avocets, 
Dowltchers, Knots, Oyster-catchers, 
Phalaropes, Stilts, Surg - birds, 
Turnstones, and all other shore 


season in the above schedule. There 


is a closed season on non-game 
birds who feed entirely or chiefly 
on insects, 


No person shall kill, hunt, cap- 
ture, injure, take or molest any mi- 
gratory game birds during the 
closed season; and no person shall 
buy or trade any migratory 
The pos- 
birds 
killed during the open season is 
allowed in Ontario until March 31 
following the open season, The bag 
limits are: Ducks (exclusive of 
Mergansers) 15, Geese 15, Brant 15 
Rails, Coots and Gallinules, 25 In 
Wilsons or Jack- 
snipe 25, Woodcock 8, and not more 
than 125 Woodcock or 150 ducks in 
one season, 
Guns and Appliances 

The use of automatic (auto-load- 
ing), swivel or machine guns, or 
battery or any gun larger than 
number 10 gauge is prohibited, and 
the use of any aeroplane, power- 
boat, sail boat, wounded live birds 
as decoys, night light, and shoot- 
ing from any horse-drawn or motor 
vehicle is forbidden. 


for hunting migratory game %irds 
are urged to consult the Regula- 
tions for details of the restrictions 
upon this method of hunting. 

The shooting of migratory game 
birds earlier than sunrise or later 
than sunset is prohibited. 

The penalty for violation of the 
migratory bird laws is a fine of not. 
more than three hundred: dollars 
and not less than ten dollars, or 
imprisonment for a term not ex- 
ceeding six months, or both fine 
and’ imprisonment.

When he came back to Addis 
‘Ababa, he introduced many madern 
devices in the rather primitive 
capital of a very primitive land, To 
the telegraph he added the tele- 
phone and a wireless station and 
bought a large expensive automo- 
bile for himself. Also he began 
buying those other proofs of civi- 
lization — machine guns and oth- 
er modern implements of war. 
On August 2, 1928, he signed a 
twenty-year pact of friendship and 
arbitration with Italy. They mu- 
tually pledged themselves to take 
no action detrimental to the inde- 
pendence of the other and provi- 
ded for arbitration and concilia- 
tion in case of dispute, without 
having recourse to armed force. It 
is this very treaty, in addition to 
membership in the League of Na- 
tions, which Ethiopia 1s invoking 
now. 
Ras Tafari was formally crown- 
ed as Negus on October 7, 1928. 
Then he had to fight once more lit- 
tle war within the country. In the 
spring of 1930 the Ras Gougsa, 
who was husbang of the Empress, 
rebelled. (He had been divorced 
from his soyerelgn, Jady. Tafari 
was completely, successful, rout- 
ing Gougsa’s army, The rebel 
Ras himself fell in battle. The Em- 
press did not long survive her ex- 
husband. She died in April 1930, 
and Ras Tafari now became Em- 
peror, ag well as in fact. He was 
formally crowned on Noyember 2, 
1930.

Pansy plants such as are sold in, 
{flower in early ‘spring ; may be 
grown quite easily by the gardener 
who has a cold frame. The seed is 
sown in early August in a seed bed 
which can be shaded and water- 
ed. 

| Seed of one of the giant strains 
|should be obtained if one wants 
large flowers. If small flowers are 
preferred, the so-called tufted or 
Scotch pansies will do better. Viol- 
same 
treatment. All pansies are members 
of the viola family, but the name 
“pansy” is applied to those which 
have “faces”. 

Tf you have a seed bed made of 
fine soll shaded with a canopy of 
cheesecloth, or lath, and which can 
be watered, sow the seed in rows. 
If you have no such seed bed pr- 
pare a flat shallow box full of 
sifted soil in the usual manner and 
sow the pansies in that. It can be 
placed in a shady spot and kept 
well watered until the seedlings 
appear, 

In sowing spread. the seed thin- 
ly. Mix sand with it if necessary to 
prevent overcrowding. If the seeds 
are too thick it will be difficult to 
disentangle the roots of the seed- 
lings when time comts to move 
them. As son as the seeds sprout 
they should be given all the light 
possible and plenty of fresh air. 
Do not let them dry out, Protect 
them from the mid-day sun. 
When the seedlings heye made 
thelr first rough leaves. they should 
be transplanted to other flats, 
where they have more space, or to 
the cold frame, Florists usually 
move them to flats where they ore 
planted 2 inches each way; this is 
called “pricking out”, They are al- 
lowed to grow here until they are 
small sturdy plants. The amateur 
May short cut this procedure and 
move the seedlings directly from 
the seed bed or first flat to thecold 
frame. 

Sojl in the cold frame should not, 
be overmanured, but should be light: 
and friable and reasonably fertile, 
The plants should be set in TOWS, 
four inches apart in the rows and 
six inches between the rows. Let 
the plants grow in the open 
through the fall until the ground 
begins to freeze. Then fill up the 
cold frame with dry leaves and 
cover it with the sash or boards. 
In severe weather the sash can be 
covered with straw mats or any 
such covering, but this is not’ us- 
ually needed. 

In the spring as soon as frost be- 
gins to come out of the ground the 
leaves should be taken off the pan- 
sy plants and the sash put on the 
frame. The management fiom now 
on is the same as any other )ylant- 
ing in the spring. The vansies will 
bloom under the glass much earller 
than they would outdoors, and you 
will have pansies to set out in the 
border when the tulips begin to 
bloom.

There Is a large 
quantity of long grass here that 
would make a fairly comfortable 
bed. 

Next the police visited the jungle 
at the old chemical plant and the 
results here were about the same! 
There was no one In sight but a 
rough fireplace had been built and 
there were many signs of human 
habitation around. There were pails 
that had been used to maké tea; 
there was an old hair brush; there’ 
was a pair of old shoes that could be 
fixed up comfortably with a pair of 
half soles. Other things that were 
found lying around on the ground 
were small bags, partly filled with 
sugar,/ends of old loaves of bread, 
etc, 

After leaving this jungle the next 
port of call was the main rendez-

PRESS OPINIONS 
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Air Raid Protection 


On the continent — and in Britain as well — 
circulars are being {issued telling people what to do 
in the mt of an air raid. In some cities bomb- 
proof cellars are being constructed, and gas masks 
are being handed out so that the population — even 
the children — may become accustomed to their 
use. The reason for this is that all countries whose 


boundari Te close to the scene of the last world 
conflict increasing their air forces, presumably 
for fence, but equally effective in offence; and 


this new danger from the air must be met by other 
defensive measures to protect the potential victims 
should emergency arise. 

But the unfortunate part of it is that the enemy 
seldom gives warning when he purposes to conduct 
an air raid. The explosion of the first bomb is us- 
ually the first intimation of his intention. Once that 
occurs the damage is done to those who happen to 
be near the locality in which the bomb drops. These 
air ralds do not last for prolonged periods) They 
are over yery quickly, but they are exceedingly 
1 while they last. There wouldn't be much 
chance for people, warned by the first explosion, to 
get into their storm cellar and fasten down the lid 
securely before the raid was over. By the time they 
located their gas helmets unless they carried 
them continually — the poisonous gas would have 
spread to every little nook and corner. And if they 
did get their masks in time, the contraptions, pro- 
vided they were in working order, would not protect 
their bodies from falling buildings, concussion of 
explosions and Ing debris. 

It ig easier to invent 2 poison gas and to build 
fast aeroplanes capable of carrying these Instru- 


ments of death great distances in a short time, than 
if is to provide protection from the devastation they 
are capable of producing. 

People in all countries might as well admit from 
the start, that if there is going to be a war, and if 


bombing of defenseless — and even defended— 
is to be part of the offensive, there is going 
to be a lot of pain, suffering and death among the 
Inhabitants of our large cities, to Say nothing of the 
demolition of yaluable property. 

Those who even hint at anything like efficient 
Protection against air bombs have never been in a 
raid of that character. There is only one thing to 
co under such circumstances — sit tight, keep cool 
if you can, hope that the pilot of the bombing plane 
either has a poor aim, or that he isn’t aiming in 
your direction—Chatham News.

THE YELLOW PERIL — 
PERENNIAL SOW THISTLE 
Like most of our weeds, Peren- 
nial Sow Thistle was introduced 
from Europe. It was first reported 
in Ontario in 1877. Today, it is 
widely spread and has been found 
in every county and district in the 
Province, One Agricultural Repre- 
sentative stated at a recent meet- 
ing that in 1928 a few farms in 
his county were infested and in 
1934 it was found on 75 per cent. 
of the farms, 

Three yarieties of Sow Thistle 
are prevalent in Ontario, and it is 
important that we become familiar 
with them. The annaul yarieties, 
common and spiny, spread only 
from their seed and will never be- 
come a serious menace. The peren- 
nial variety is rapidly and widely 
spreag by means of its numerous 
seeds which are blown far and 
wide by the wind and by its abund- 
ant underground roots, which with 
remarkable rapidity spread through 
the soil sending up new shoots 
which cOver the ground and choke 
out growing crops. The perennial 
variety may be distinguished from 
the annual by its numerous under- 
ground roots, deeply cut leaves with 
segments pointing backwards and 
its bright yellow wlowers an inch 
and a half or more in diameter. 
The annual are shorter with fib- 
rous roots and small yellow flow- 
ers less than half an inch in dia- 
meter. Seeds will germinate be- 
tween 90 - 100 per cent. and re- 
quir a warm moist soil. Little 
seedlings appear the first year, 
Tiny suckers or trailing roots are 
sent out from these and by fall 
new shoots will appear above the 
ground surrounding the parent 
plant. Perennial Sow Thistle lies 
wet feet. Lack of drainage and 
excessive rainfall promotes rapid 
growth, and under such conditions 
plants which begin growth early in 
the season may produce flowers 
and seed the first year. If undis- 
turbed, shoots which started to 
grow will be full grown plants the 
following year producing seed and 
patch several feet in diameter 
will be found where there was only 
a single plant the year before. If 
neglected this patch will spread 
from year to year by its roots. 
Millions of seds will be carried by 
the wind ang new arenas infested. 
An average plant in a cultivated 
field will have from forty to fifty

Threshing 
Is Dangerous 


The threshing of crops may be dl~ 
vided into three principal opera- 
lions, threshing, separating, and 
cleaning, The cleaning process re- 
quires closer attention than any 
other operation. If grain containing 
weed seeds Is fed to Uvestock with- 
out being ground sufficiently to de- 
stroy the vitality of the seeds, many 
will be distributed on the land in 
the manure, still capable of pro- 
ducing plants and infesting new 
crops. Experiments have proven 
that the seeds of certain weeds will 
retain thelr vitality in the soil for 
a period of thirty to forty years 
and it is very important that as 
large a percentage as possible o1 the 
weed seeds be removed at the time 
of threshing. This can be eccom- 
plished iby the use of a weed screen 
with surface enough and perfora- 
tions large enough to remoye the 
maximum of weed sceds with a 
minimum loss of grain. A screen the 
width of the mill and as long as 
the shoe will permit is recommend- 
ed. The threshing mill should also 
be regarded as a cleaning mill. More 
attentien must be paid to this phase 
of the threshing operation in the 
future. The importance of remoy- 
ing weed seéds when threshing and 
of destroying them immediately af- 
ter the mill has moved cannot he 
amphasized too strongly. 

When the threshing machine 
pulls away the farmer's first joo 
should be the disposal of weed seed: 
removed during the threshing. The 
practise of shovelling them outside 
the barn is too prevalent and should 
be discouraged. When this is done 
millions of seeds are carried by the 
wind, by water, by birds, and by 
man himself and new areas are in- 
rested. Carelessness in the disposa: 
of weed seeds is one direct cauze of 
he weed problem which we have 
to-day. It is very important that 
ull weed seeds be gathered up im- 
nediately after the mill has left and 
that they be burned, buried deeply 
or well rotted.

equal in quality. Eggs may differ 
in their nutritive and in their phy- 
gical qualities. In regard to the for-, 
mer, the vitamin content of the 
egg is the principal quality which 
varies, although jodine is found in 
some eggs and none or very little 
in others. These variations in vit- 
amin and iodine content can be 
largely controlled by feeding. Vit- 
amin A is found in green feed, al- 
falfa leaf meal, yellow corn or 
good quality cod lver oll, while 
vitamin D is found in cod liver 
oll, Hens which are fed abundant 
sources of these vitaming will pro- 
duce eggs of high vitamin content 
Likewise, if hens are fed potassium 
lodide or certain products of the 
sea, such as fish meal and oyster 
shell, their eggs will contain quan- 
tities of fodine and Will serve as an 
abundant source of iodine for hu- 
man beings. 


Physical differences’ bet weer 
eggs take the form of variations 
jn the structure or quantity of the 
various components, of the ege 
such as thick white, thin white 
ghell, and yolk. While nothing 1: 
definitely known concerning the 
relative food value of eggs which 
differ in physical qualities, tt 
known that certain definite and 
progressive changes occur in the 
structure of an egg as it ages af- 
ter being laid. These changes in- 
clude: A general loss in weight due 
to evaporation through the shell; 
a progressive increase in the size 
of the yolk due to passage of wa- 
ter from the white Into th yolk; 
and a general liquefaction or thin- 
ning of the thick white. As these 
changes are definitely associated 
with, deterioration it is clear that 
measurements © of these qualities 
in fresh laid eggs should indicate 
their relative quality, 

Investigations to date have dis- 
closed the fact that yolk size, pro- 
portion of thick white, ‘breaking 
strength of shell and strength of 
yolk membrane are characteristics 
of the indiyidual bird. It has furth- 
er been shown that most of the 
characteristics are influenced by 
the genetic makeup of the bird, 
Just how far it is practical to im- 
prove these qualities by breeding is 
not entirely clear at present. It ap- 
pears, however, that breeding may 
be relied upon to effect some 
measure of improvement in the
